ORDINANCES 

PASSED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  SESSION 
1941-1942 


No.  478. 

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Park  Heights 
Amusement  Co.,  Inc.,  to  construct  a  building,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  exhibiting  motion  pictures,  vaudeville  and  theatrical 
performances,  on  the  premises  known  as  4925  Park  Heights 
Avenue  and  3115   W.  Garrison  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Park 
Heights  Amusement  Co.,  Inc.,  to  construct  a  build- 
ing, for  the  exhibition  of  motion  pictures,  vaude- 
ville and  theatrical  performances,  on  the  premises 
known  as  4925  Park  Heights  Avenue  and  3115  W. 
Garrison  Avenue ;  said  building  to  be  set  back  10 
feet  from  the  building  line  and  to  be  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
of  Baltimore  City,  in  accordance  with  the  Building 
Laws  of  said  City.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
work  shall  be  started  within  four  months  and  com- 
pleted within  eight  months  from  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  provided  further 
that  the  permission  hereby  granted  be  used  only 
by  the  party  named  herein  and  permit  shall  not  be 
transferable. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  furtJier  ordained.  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  regulating  the  parking  of  vehicles  on  the 
Edison  Highway,  between  Preston  Street  and  Madison 
Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  vehicle  shall 
be  permitted  to  stand  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Edison  Highway,  between  Preston  Street  and 
Madison  Street,  longer  than  actually  necessary  to 
take  on  or  discharge  passengers,  or  passengers' 
baggage  transported  on  the  same  vehicle,  between 
the  hours  of  7.00  A.  M.  and  10.00  A.  M.,  on  any 
day,  except  on  Sundays. 

No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stand  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Edison  Highway,  between  Preston 
Street  and  Madison  Street,  longer  than  actually 
necessary  to  take  on  or  discharge  passengers,  or 
passengers'  baggage  transported  on  the  same 
vehicle,  between  the  hours  of  3.00  P.  M.  and  6.00 
P.  M.,  on  any  day,  except  on  Sundays. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  and  every  olfense. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  open,  widen  and  grade  Quail 
Street  66.67  feet  wide  from  Fait  Avenue  to  Hudson  Street 
in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof  filed  in  the  Office  of  the 
Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets,  on  the  Seventh  (7)  day 
of  April,  1941,  and  now  on  file  in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commission- 
ers for  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and  open, 
widen  and  grade  Quail  Street  66.67  feet  wide  from 
Fait  Avenue  to  Hudson  Street  the  land  hereby 
directed  to  be  condemned  for  said  opening  being 
described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  on  the  south 
side  of  Fait  Avenue  70  feet  wide  at  the  distance 
of  199.0  feet  easterly  from  the  point  formed  by 
the  intersection  of  the  east  side  of  Ponca  Street 
70  feet  wide  and  the  south  side  of  said  Fait  Ave- 
nue, and  running  thence  parallel  with  said  Ponca 
Street  South  2°-52'-54''  East  300.0  feet  to  the 
north  side  of  Hudson  Street  70  feet  wide,  thence 
binding  on  the  north  side  of  said  Hudson  Street 
North  87°-05'-30''  East  66.67  feet  to  intersect  the 
first  or  North  1/2°  West  670  foot  line  of  the  land 
described  in  the  deed  from  Louis  B.  Bernei,  Trus- 
tee, to  the  Milburn  Realty  Co.  dated  May  19,  1925 
and  recorded  among  the  land  records  of  Baltimore 
City  in  liber  S.  C.  L.  4425  folio  417,  thence  bind- 
ing on  said  line  as  now  surveyed  North  2°-52'-54" 
West  300.0  feet  to  the  south  side  of  said  Fait  Ave- 
nue, and  thence  binding  on  the  south  side  of  said 
Fait  Avenue  South  87'^-05'-30"  West  66.67  feet  to 
the  place  of  beginning. 

The  courses  in  the  above  description  are  all  re- 
ferred to  the  true  meridian  established  by  the 
City  of  Baltimore  Topographical  Survey  Commis- 
sion the  said  Street  as  directed  to  be  condemned

Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  as  enacted  by 
Chapter  123  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  of  the  year  1898  (commonly  known 
as  the  New  Charter  of  Baltimore  City),  as  may  be 
applicable  thereto,  as  well  as  all  amendments 
thereof,  and  also  any  other  Acts  of  the  said  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Maryland  which  may  be  appli- 
cable thereto;  and  also  in  accordance  with  any 
and  all  Ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  now  in  force  and  applicable  thereto.

An  ordinance  to  condemn,  open  and  grade  Ponca  Street,  70 
feet  wide  from  Eastern  Avenue  to  Lombard  and  Oldham 
Streets,  in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof  filed  in  the  Office 
of  the  Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets,  on  the  Fourteenth 
(14)  day  of  April,  1941,  and  now  on  file  in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commis- 
sioners for  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by authorized  and  directed  to  condemn,  open  and 
grade  Ponca  Street,  70  feet  wide,  from  Eastern 
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Avenue  to  Lombard  and  Oldham  Streets,  the  land 
hereby  directed  to  be  condemned  for  said  opening 
being  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  on  the  north 
side  of  Eastern  Avenue,  70  feet  wide,  at  the  dis- 
tance of  159.25  feet  easterly  from  the  point  formed 
by  the  intersection  of  the  east  side  of  Oldham 
Street,  80  feet  wide,  and  the  north  side  of  said 
Eastern  Avenue,  and  running  thence  parallel  with 
said  Oldham  Street  North  3^-00'-00''  West  1470.54 
feet,  thence  by  a  line  curving  to  the  left  with  a 
199.77  foot  radius  the  distance  of  273  feet,  which 
arc  is  subtended  by  a  chord  bearing  North  42°-08'- 
55.5''  West  252.24  feet  to  intersect  the  east  side  of 
said  Oldham  Street,  thence  binding  on  the  east  side 
of  said  Oldham  Street  North  3°-00'-00''  West  44.07 
feet  to  intersect  the  center  line  of  Lombard  Street, 
60  feet  wide,  thence  binding  on  said  center  line 
South  87°-06'-40''  West  40  feet  to  intersect  the 
center  line  of  said  Oldham  Street,  thence  binding 
on  the  center  line  of  said  Oldham  Street  North 
3°-00'-00"  West  30  feet  to  intersect  a  line  drawn 
parallel  with  and  distant  70  feet  northeasterly 
measured  at  right  angles  from  the  second  line  of 
this  description,  thence  reversing  said  line  so 
drawn  and  binding  thereon  and  on  a  line  drawn 
parallel  with  and  distant  70  feet  easterly  measured 
at  right  angles  from  the  first  line  of  this  descrip- 
tion the  two  following  courses  and  distances, 
namelv,  southeasterly  by  a  line  curving  to  the  right 
with  a  269.77  foot  radius  the  distance  of  423.23 
feet,  which  arc  is  subtended  bv  a  chord  bearing 
South  47°-56'-40''  East  381.14  feet  and  South 
3°-00'-00''  East  1470.65  feet  to  the  north  side  of 
said  Eastern  Avenue  and  thence  binding  on  the 
north  side  of  said  Eastern  Avenue  South  87°-05'- 
30"  West  70  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning.

An  ordinance  authorizing  Lever  Brothers  Company  to  erect 
an  extension  to  their  soap  plant  at  5300  Holabird  Avenue, 
Baltimore,  Maryland. 

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be  and 
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the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Lever  Brothers 
Company  to  erect  an  extension  to  a  Soap  Plant 
located  at  the  site  of  their  property  at  5300  Hola- 
bird  Avenue,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  in  the 
erection  of  said  buildings  shall  be  permitted  to  use 
the  following  engineering  principles  as  directed  by 
the  Buildings  Engineer : 

(a)  All  controlled  concrete  to  be  Class  A,  desig- 
nated as  3000  pounds,  concrete  shall  contain  not 
less  than  5%  bags  of  cement  per  cu.yd.,  and  shall 
be  mixed  with  not  more  than  six  gallons  of  water 
per  bag  of  cement,  including  the  moisture  present 
in  the  aggregates,  to  produce  a  concrete  which 
tested  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight  days  in  standard 
cylinders  made  in  accordance  with  requirements 
of  the  American  Society  for  Testing  Materials 
will  develop  an  ultimate  compressive  strength  of 
not  less  than  3,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  The  actual  pro- 
portions of  the  mix  shall  be  based  on  the  physical 
properties  of  the  actual  aggregates  used  in  the 
concrete.  Working  stresses  for  Class  A  concrete 
shall  not  exceed  the  following  values : 

Extreme  Fibre  Stress  in  Compression — 

1350  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 
Beam  Concrete  Shear  (Special  Anchorage) 

270  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 
Bond  in  Beams,  Slabs  and  Footings — 

150  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

(b)  At  frequent  intervals  during  construction 
samples  of  the  concrete  used  shall  be  cast  into 
standard  cylinders  made  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  American  Society  for  Testing 
Materials  and  shall  be  tested  by  a  recognized  test- 
ing laboratory.  Certified  reports  of  these  tests 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 
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(c)  The  unit  stresses  for  reinforcing  steel  shall 
not  exceed  20,000  pounds  per  square  inch  in  ten- 
sion and  18,000  pounds  per  square  inch  in  com- 
pression in  columns.  Steel  shall  be  new  billet 
stock  interm^ediate  grade. 

(d)  The  reinforced  concrete  design  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  formulae  and  requirements  of  the 
Progress  Eeport  of  Joint  Committee  on  Recom- 
mended Practice  and  Standard  Specifications  for 
Concrete  and  Reinforced  Concrete,  dated  June, 
1940. 

(e)  All  structural  steel  extreme  fibre  stress  shall 
not  exceed  20,000  pounds  per  square  inch,  and 
shall  conform  to  the  Standard  Specifications  of  the 
American  Society  for  Testing  Materials,  Serial 
designation  A9  amended  to  date. 

(f )  All  welding  used  for  structural  steel  assem- 
bly  shall  be   designated  for   the   following  unit 

stresses : 

Shear 13,600  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Tension   15,600  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

Compression 18,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

All  welding  rods  used  shall  be  of  the  heavycoated 
type  and  all  work  shall  be  done  under  the  rules  of 
the  American  Welding  Society  for  welded  build- 
ings and  by  properly  qualified  welders. 

(g)  All  structural  design  work  shall  be  done 
and  inspected  by  a  registered  Professional  Engi- 
neer, who  shall  report  to  Buildings  Engineer  that 
work  has  been  correctly  done. 

But  in  all  other  respects,  said  building  shall  be 
erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  of  Baltimore  City,  in  accordance  with 
the  Building  Laws  and  Zoning  Ordinance  of  said 
City. 
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Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Hochschild,  Kohn  &  Co., 
Incorporated,  to  erect  a  building  on  its  premises  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  Park  Avenue  and  Centre  Street,  for 
use  as  a  warehouse,  delivery  station  and  garage. 

Whereas,  Paragraph  15,  Section  41,  Article  3  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition),  prohibits 
the  erection  of  a  public  garage  within  300  feet  of 
any  building  or  structure  used  as  a  school  or  as  a 
motion  picture  theatre  in  the  City  of  Baltimore; 
therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Hochschild,  Kohn 
&  Co.,  Incorporated,  to  erect  and  use  a  building 
fronting  approximately  152  feet  on  Park  Avenue 
and  208  f^et  on  Centre  Street,  with  a  concrete 
ramp  leading  into  the  southernmost  side  of  said 
building,  as  a  warehouse,  delivery  station  and 
garage.  Said  structure  shall  be  erected  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  of  Balti- 
more City,  in  accordance  with  the  building  laws  of 
said  City. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  4  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1927  Edition),  title  "Carriages,  Horses, 
Boats  and  Scows",  sub-title  "Driving  and  Parking  Regula- 
tions", said  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  23A  and  to 
follow  immediately  after  Section  23  of  said  Article,  making 
Saratoga  Street,  between  Howard  Street  and  Park  Avenue, 
a  two-way  street  for  vehicular  traffic. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  section  be 
and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  4  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1927  Edition),  title  '^Carriages, 
Horses,  Boats  and  Scows",  sub-title  "Driving  and 
Parking  Regulations",  said  new  section  to  be 
known  as  Section  23A,  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  23  of  said  Article,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

23A.  On  and  after  July  5,  1941,  Saratoga 
Street,  between  Howard  Street  and  Park  Avenue, 
shall  be  a  two-way  street  for  vehicular  traffic. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  any 
provision  in  Section  23  of  Article  4  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1927  Edition),  or  in  any  other 
section  of  said  Code  or  in  any  ordinance,  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

All  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain.  with  amendments,  Sec- 
tions 68  and  69  of  Article  21  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1927  Edition),  title  'Markets",  snb-tltle  "Market  Days  and 
Hours",  relating  to  the  days  and  hours  during  which  the 
several  markets  shall  be  open  and  eliminating  certain  pro- 
visions no  longer  necessary. 

Section  1.  Be  if  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Couneil  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  68  and 
69  of  Article  21  of  the  Baltimore  Citv  Code  (1927 
Edition),  title  '^ Markets",  sub-title  ''^^larket  Days 
and  Hours",  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and 
reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows: 

QS.  The  market  days  shall  be  Monday  and 
Thursday  at  the  Hanover  and  Richmond  ^lar- 
kets ;  Tuesday,  Friday  and  Saturday  at  Lexington 
Market:  Tuesday  and  Friday  at  Broadway  (Fells 
Point),  Belair  and  Cross  Street  Markets  :  Wednes- 
day, Friday  and  Saturday  at  Hollins  Market ; 
Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  at  Lafayette 
Market:  and  also  Saturday  evenings  at  each  of 
said  markets. 

69.  The  mai-ket  hours  at  the  several  markets 
shall  begin  at  10.00  A.  M.  and  end  at  3.00  P.  AF. 
on  all  market  days,  except  on  Saturday,  when  the 
market  hours  begin  at  10.00  A.  M.  and  end  at 
10.00  P.  M. ;  provided,  however,  that  the  stalls 
in  Lexington  Market,  shall  not  be  occupied  on 
days  other  than  market  days,  except  the  Aveek  pre- 
ceding Christmas  and  the  week  preceding  Easter, 
during  which  two  weeks  said  stalls  may  be  occu- 
pied each  day  (Sunday  excepted),  as  though  each 
day  during  said  two  weeks  were  a  market  day. 

Sec  2.  And  he  if  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Lloyd  Roberts  to  erect 
a  one  story  combination  stone  and  frame  building  on  the 
property  known  as  4708   St.   Thomas  Avenue. 

Whereas,  Paragraph  15,  Section  17,  Article  3 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition),  title 
'^Buildings",  sub-title  ^^ Brick  Construction",  re- 
quires stone  walls  at  least  16  inches  thick;  there- 
fore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Lloyd  Roberts 
to  erect  a  one-story  combination  12  inches  thick 
stone  wall  and  frame  building  approximately  39 
ft.  4  in.  long  and  33  ft.  4  in.  wide,  for  use  as  a 
dwelling,  on  the  property  known  as  4708  St. 
Thomas  Avenue.  All  stone  used  in  the  construc- 
tion shall  be  flat  stone  and  not  vary  more  than 
%"  from  true  parallel  planes  at  any  point  in  the 
area  of  such  planes,  and  no  single  piece  of  stone 
shall  be  less  than  4  in.  in  width  nor  less  than  8  in. 
in  length  and  the  thickness  shall  not  be  more  than 
twice  the  width.  All  stone  shall  be  laid  so  as  to 
be  thoroughly  bonded,  with  a  full  headed  course 
of  stone  extending  entirely  through  the  wall,  not 
more  than  18  in.  apart  measured  vertically.  All 
stone  shall  be  laid  in  a  solid  bed  of  Portland 
Cement  mortar  and  in  every  other  respect,  the 
said  building  shall  be  erected  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  Buildings  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City, 
in  accordance  with  the  Building  Laws  of  said  City. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  amend  Sheet  No.  22  of  the  Area  and  Height 
District  Maps  accompanying  Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved 
March  30,  1931,  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  hy  chang- 
ing from  the  "E-ll^  Area  and  Height  District"  to  the  "D-40 
District",  the  property  on  the  west  side  of  Garrison  Boule- 
vard north  of  Boarman  Ave.,  as  outlined  in  red  on  the 
three  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance.

cated at  Howard  and  Lexington  Streets,  the  said  addition 
being  on  Lots  305,  307  and  309  W.  Lexington  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  May  Company 
Department  Store  Company,  located  at  Howard

Par.  2.  Quality  of  Materials.  Wire  used  for 
electrodes  or  welding  rods  shall  be  commercial 
mild  steel  wires  made  for  this  purpose  and  of  the 
heavy  coated  and  shielded  arc  type.  Such  rods 
shall  be  of  a  quality  to  give  a  minimum  of  65,000 
lbs.  per  square  inch  tensile  strength  and  an  elonga- 
tion of  20  per  cent,  in  12  inches. 

Par.  3.  Apparatus.  Welding  current  shall  be 
direct  current  supplied  by  generators  driven  by 
electric  motors  or  engines  having  suitable  auto- 
matic voltage  regulation. 
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Par.  4.     Workmanship. 

(a)  Surfaces  to  l)e  woklod  sliall  l)e  cleaned  hy 
wire  brushing',  chipping  or  hammering,  of  loose 
scale,  rust,  paint,  or  other  foreign  matter ;  except 
that  a  thin  coat  of  linseed  oil  need  not  be  removed 
before  welding. 

(b)  Welding  operators  shall  submit  evidence  of 
experience  in  welding  structural  steel  with  the 
kind  of  welding  to  be  used  on  the  proposed  work, 
and  show  abilit}^  to  make  flat,  vertical  and  over- 
head welds  of  uniform  quality  conforming  to  the 
requirements  of  these  specifications. 

(c)  After  being  deposited,  welds  shall  be 
brushed  with  wire  brashes,  and  show  uniform  sec- 
tion, smoothness  of  weld  metal,  feather  edges 
without  overlaps,  freedom  from  porosity  and 
clinkers.  Visual  inspection  at  edges  and  ends  of 
fillets  and  butt  joints  shall  indicate  good  fusion 
with  the  penetration  into  base  metals. 

(d)  Arcs  for  electric  welding  shall  be  of  proper 
lengths  to  produce  good  welds. 

(e)  In  assembling  and  during  welding  the  com- 
ponent parts  of  a  built-up  member  shall  be  held 
by  sufficient  clamps  or  other  adequate  means  to 
keep  parts  straight  and  in  close  contact. 

Par.  5.  Qualification  of  Welders.  All  weld- 
ing shall  be  performed  by  operators  holding  a  cer- 
tificate issued  by  a  testing  laboratory  or  other 
recognized  organization,  approved  by  the  Archi- 
tect and  the  Buildings  Engineer,  and  qualified  to 
pass  on  the  operator's  ability  and  workmanship. 
The  certificate  shall  be  issued  not  more  than  one 
year  prior  to  the  starting  of  the  welding  opera- 
tion. A  copy  of  this  certificate  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 
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Par.  6.  Inspection.  The  welding  contractor 
shall  employ  the  services  of  a  responsible  inspec- 
tion company,  approved  by  the  Architect  and  the 
Bnildings  Engineer.  The  inspection  company 
shall  maintain  on  the  job  at  all  times  during  the 
welding  a  representative  who  shall  certify  as  to 
the  quality  of  the  welding  and  render  reports  to 
the  Buildings  Engineer  and  to  the  Architect. 

Par.  7.  Structural  Steel.  Structural  steel 
shall  not  be  painted  before  welding,  but  shall  be 
given  a  coat  of  linseed  oil  to  protect  against  rust. 
In  all  other  respects,  the  structural  steel  construc- 
tion shall  conform  to  the  Building  Code  of  Balti- 
more City. 

Where  not  otherwise  specified,  the  standard 
specifications  and  the  recommendations  by  the 
American  Welding  Society,  or  as  directed  by  the 
Buildings  Engineer  and  the  Architect,  shall  be 
followed. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  etfect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

113.  For  the  purpose  of  this  sub-title,  a  hotel, 
rooming  house  or  lodging  house  shall  be  and  is 
deemed  to  be  any  house  or  building  occupied  as 
the  abiding  place  of  five  or  more  individuals,  who 
are  not  related  to  the  owner  or  lessee  of  such 
house  or  building  and  who  are  lodged  in  such 
house  or  building  with  or  without  meals,  and  in 
which  sleeping  rooms,  as  a  rule,  are  offered  to  the 
public  for  rental  or  hire  singly  and  as  separate 
units  from  the  other  rooms  in  such  house  or  build- 
ing. 
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118.  The  person  to  whom  a  permit  shall  be 
issued  as  provided  in  this  sub-title  shall  keep  and 
maintain  the  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging  house 
to  which  such  permit  relates  in  a  cleanly  and  sani- 
tary condition,  and  in  accordance  with  all  ordi- 
nances of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more relating  or  pertaining  to  the  hygiene  and 
sanitation  of  dwellings  or  houses,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  shall  adopt  as  herein  pro- 
vided ;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  revoke  the  permit  of 
any  person  who  refuses,  neglects  or  fails  to  com- 
ply w^ith  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  or

beings,  either  in  the  United  States  or  elsewhere,  or  for 
inculcating  patriotism,  designating  a  time  when  it  shall 
become  effective,  and  providing  for  the  creation  and  func- 
tioning of  a  Charity  Solicitations  Commission,  and  pro- 
viding a  penalty. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  as  follows: 

1.     Definitions  as  used  in  this  ordinance : 

(a)  ^'Person"  means  an  individual,  group,  co- 
partnership, society,  organization,  association  or 
corporation. 
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(b)  ^^ Charity''  means  any  charitable,  patriotic, 
religious,  philanthropic,  benevolent  or  fraternal 
person,  or  any  branch  or  subsidiary  thereof,  and 
any  other  person  ministering  to  the  material  or 
spiritual  needs  of  human  beings,  either  in  the 
United  States  or  elsewhere,  or  inculcating  patriot- 
ism. 

(c)  ^' Beneficiary"  means  any  charity  for 
whom,  or  on  whose  behalf,  directly  or  indirectly, 
any  solicitation  or  sale  shall  be  conducted  as  pro- 
vided in  this  ordinance. 

(d)  '' Solicitation  of  Sale"  means  directly  or 
indirectly,  to  solicit  money,  property,  including 
discarded  household  furnishings,  newspapers, 
magazines  or  any  cast  otf  material,  or  financial 
assistance  of  any  kind,  including  donations,  or  to 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  thing  or  object  whatever 
to  raise  money,  including  any  article,  tag,  service, 
emblem,  publication,  ticket,  advertisement  or  sub- 
scription, or  to  secure  or  attempt  to  secure  money 
or  donations  or  other  property  by  promoting  any 
bazaar,  sale,  dance,  card  party,  supper,  entertain- 
ment, or  exhibition,  or  by  any  similar  means,  on 
the  streets,  in  any  office  or  public  building,  by 
house  to  house  canvass,  or  in  any  other  public  or 
private  place,  by  telephone,  personal  solicitation, 
mail,  or  in  any  other  way,  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more. 

(e)  ^'Commission"  means  the  Charity  Solicita- 
tions Commission. 

2.  Certificate  Necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  conduct  a  solicitation  or  sale  on 
the  plea  or  representation  that  such  solicitation  or 
sale,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  is  for  the  benefit  of  a 
charity,  unless  such  person  holds  a  certificate 
issued  by,  and  the  money  or  other  property  to  be 
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given  to,  a  registered  beneficiary  holding  a  license 
for  such  a  solicitation  or  sale,  all  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

This  section  shall  not,  however,  apply  to  any 
solicitation  or  sale  for  the  stated  benefit  of  any 
charity  when  such  solicitation  or  sale  is  conducted 
exclusively  among  the  members  thereof  by  other 
members  thereof  or  where  such  solicitation  or  sale 
is  in  the  form  of  a  collection  or  contribution  at 
the  regular  exercises,  services  or  meetings  of  any 
charity,  or  of  any  branch  thereof. 

3.  Charity  Solicitations  Commission.  There 
is  hereby  created,  for  the  administration  of  this 
ordinance,  a  Charity  Solicitations  Commission, 
which  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  who 
shall  serve  without  remuneration  for  such  serv- 
ices. Said  Commission  shall  consist  of  the  Di- 
rector of  Public  Welfare  and  five  (5)  additional 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Balti- 
more ;  one  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Better 
Business  Bureau  of  Baltimore,  Inc. ;  one  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Baltimore  Association  of 
Commerce;  one  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Council  of  Social  Agencies ;  and  one  upon  the  joint 
recommendation  of  the  American  Legion,  the  Dis- 
abled American  Veterans,  and  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars ;  and  one  upon  the  joint  recom- 
mendation of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
the  Congress  of  Industrial  Organizations  and  the 
Railway  Brotherhoods ;  provided,  however,  that 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  is  not  required  to  appoint 
the  candidate  so  recommended,  and,  provided  that 
no  one  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mission who  is  the  organizer,  paid  officer,  or  em- 
ployee of  any  charity.  The  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  issue  permits  and  revoke  permits  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  the  further  power  to 
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summon  witnesses,  take  testimony,  direct  investi- 
gations, conduct  hearings,  and  do  and  perform  all 
other  acts  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
within  the  scope  of  its  duties  and  functions.  Said 
five  (5)  additional  members  shall  be  appointed  to 
serve  for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year,  and  any 
vacancy  occurring  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  provided  for  the  original  appointment.  The 
Commission  shall  elect  its  own  oificers ;  determine 
its  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  shall,  except  as 
herein  provided,  adopt  such  other  regulations  as 
in  its  own  judgment  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
successful  administration  of  the  provisions  and 
consummation  of  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 
A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  prosecution  of  business. 

4.  Registration.  Before  any  license  shall  be 
issued  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  beneficiary 
shall  file  with  the  Commission  a  registration  state- 
ment, sworn  to  by  a  duly  authorized  officer  or 
member  of  the  beneficiary,  showing  the  following : 

(a)  Name  of  beneficiary  and  addresses  of  head- 
quarters and  other  offices  in  Baltimore  City; 

(b)  Names  and  addresses  of  all  of  its  directors 
and  its  executive  and  administrative  officers ; 

(c)  Copy  of  its  charter  and  by-laws,  if  any; 

(d)  A  general  statement  of  the  character  and 
extent  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  beneficiary 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore ; 

(e)  Such  other  information  as  may  be  desired 
by  the  Commission,  in  its  discretion,  in  order  to 
fully  acquaint  it  with  the  nature,  purposes  and 
operation  of  the  beneficiary;  provided,  however, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  con- 
strued   to    require    any    group,    co-partnership, 
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society,  organization,  association  or  corporation 
to  submit  to  the  Commission  a  list  of  its  members 
or  stockholders,  except  as  provided  in  (b)  hereof 
and  as  hereinafter  provided  in  Sec.  5  (b),  (c) 
and  (f). 

The  beneficiary  shall  file  with  the  Commission  a 
record  of  every  change  in  its  registration  state- 
ment on  file  with  the  Commission,  sworn  to  by  a 
duly  authorized  officer,  or  member,  before  it  shall 
apply  for  any  license  as  hereinafter  provided. 

5.  Application  for  License.  Any  duly  regis- 
tered charity  desiring  the  benefits  of  a  solicitation 
or  sale  as  provided  in  Section  2  hereof,  shall  file 
an  application,  sworn  to  by  a  duly  authorized 
officer  or  member,  with  the  Commission,  contain- 
ing the  following  information: 

(a)  The  purpose  for  which  such  solicitation  or 
sale  is  to  be  made  and  the  use  or  disposition  to  be 
made  of  any  receipts  therefrom; 

(b)  The  name  of  the  person  or  persons  by 
whom  the  receipts  of  such  solicitation  or  sale  shall 
be  disbursed; 

(c)  The  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons who  will  be  in  direct  charge  of  conducting  the 
solicitation  or  sale; 

(d)  An  outline  of  the  method  or  methods  to  be 
used  in  conducting  the  solicitation  or  sale ; 

(e)  The  time  when  such  solicitation  or  sale 
shall  be  made,  giving  the  proposed  dates  for  the 
beginning  and  ending  thereof; 

(f)  The  amount  of  any  wages,  fees,  commis- 
sions, expenses  or  emoluments  to  be  expended  or 
paid  to  any  person  in  connection  with  such  solici- 
tation or  sale,  together  with  the  manner  in  which 
such  wages,  fees,  expenses,  commissions  or  emolu-

ments  are  to  be  expended,  to  whom  paid  and  the 
amount  thereof ; 

(g)  Such  other  information  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Commission  in  order  to  fully  determine  the 
kind  and  character  of  the  proposed  solicitation  or 
sale;  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  require  any 
group,  co-partnership,  society,  organization,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation  to  submit  to  the  Commis- 
sion a  list  of  its  members  or  stockholders,  except 
as  provided  in  Sec.  4(b),  and  Sub-sections  (b),  (c) 
and  (f)  hereof. 

6.  Issuance  of  License.  Upon  receipt  of  an 
application  as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof,  the 
Commission  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  such 
investigation  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in  its 
discretion  in  order  to  satisfy  the  Commission 
whether  or  not  a  license  should  be  issued.  If  the 
Commission  shall  be  satisfied  that : 

(a)  Such  solicitation  or  sale  is  in  fact  con- 
ducted for  the  benefit  of  a  charity;  and 

(b)  The  net  proceeds  will  be  used  for  the  pur- 
poses as  stated  in  the  application ;  and 

(c)  Such  solicitation  or  sale  is  not  promoted  or 
conducted  for  private  profit ;  and 

(d)  None  of  the  proceeds  of  such  solicitation  or 
sale  shall  inure,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  bene- 
fit of  any  director,  officer,  member,  sponsor,  pro- 
motor  or  employee  of  the  beneficiary,  except  to 
such  individuals  as  may  be  regularly  and  con- 
tinually employed  by  the  beneficiary  on  an  annual 
basis  for  a  fixed  wage  or  salary,  or  to  such  indi- 
viduals and  in  such  amounts  as  are  listed  in  the 
application  as  provided  in  Section  5(f)  hereof; 
and 
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(e)  The  total  costs  and  expenses  of  sucli  solici- 
tation or  sale,  when  conducted  by  any  person  other 
than  a  member  of  the  beneficiary  shall  not  be  dis- 
proportionate to  the  snm  proposed  to  be  collected 
thereby ; 

Then,  and  only  in  such  case,  the  Commission, 
upon  the  payment  by  the  beneficiary  to  the  Com- 
mission of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1.00),  shall  issue 
to  the  beneficiary  a  license  which  shall  show  on  its 
face: 

(1)  The  name  of  the  beneficiary; 

(2)  The  particular  solicitation  or  sale  for  which 

the  license  is  granted; 

(3)  The  serial  number  of  the  license; 

(4)  The  date  of  issue  and  date  of  expiration  of 

the  license. 

This  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  permit 
the  Commission  to  deny  to  any  person  a  license 
because  the  Commission  may  disapprove  of  the 
purposes  to  which  the  fund  collected  may  be  put. 
The  Commission  shall  deny  a  license  only  when  it 
is  not  satisfied  that  requirements  (a)  to  (e),  in- 
clusive, of  this  section  have  been  met. 

A  license  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  three 
months  subsequent  to  the  date  of  issue  unless  a 
shorter  time  shall  be  determined  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Commission.  Extensions  of  time  for  the 
validity  of  such  license  may  be  granted  from  time 
time  by  the  Commission  for  additional  periods. 
But  in  no  case  shall  a  license  be  valid  for  a  period 
of  longer  than  one  year  from  its  original  date  of 
issue.  The  Commission,  on  its  own  motion,  or  on 
the  motion  of  any  beneficiary  filing  an  application 
for  a  license  and  so  deserving,  either  before  or 
after  a  determination  by  the  Commission  as  to  the 
issuance  of  such  a  license,  shall  hold  such  hearings 
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as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  Commission  of 
the  facts  upon  which  it  shall  grant  or  refuse  an 
application. 

Any  applicant  denied  a  permit,  or  whose  per- 
mit is  revoked  by  the  Commission  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  Baltimore  City  Court  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  notitication  of  such  denial  or 
revocation. 

7.  Issuance  of  Certificates.  A  beneficiary, 
having  received  a  valid  license  as  herein  provided, 
may  authorize  any  number  of  persons  to  conduct 
and  carry  on  the  solicitation  or  sale  under  the  said 
license.  The  authorization  of  a  beneficiary  shall 
be  evidenced  by  a  certificate  to  be  issued  to  any 
such  person.  The  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  a 
duly  authorized  officer  or  member  of  the  bene- 
ficiary, or  stamped  with  a  facsimile  signature  of 
such  officer  or  member,  and  shall  be  exhibited  to 
any  person  on  request.  The  certificate  shall  show 
on  its  face : 

(a)  The  name  and  address  of  the  beneficiary; 

(b)  The  serial  number  of  the  license  issued  by 
the  Commission  for  the  particular  solicitation  or 
sale; 

(c)  The  date  of  issue  and  of  expiration  of  the 
said  license ; 

(d)  The  purpose  of  the  solicitation  or  sale  for 
which  the  said  license  was  issued. 

8.  Solicitation  or  Sale  Through  Written 
Appeal.  Au}^  solicitation  or  sale  through  written 
appeal,  either  by  mail,  sign,  newspaper,  periodical, 
billboard,  poster,  pamphlet,  circular,  or  otherwise, 
shall  clearly  state  in  every  instance : 

(a)  The  name  and  address  of  the  beneficiary; 
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(b)  The  serial  number  of  the  license. 

9.  Use  of  License  and  Certificate.  The  license 
shall  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  proving  that 
permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Commission 
for  the  particular  solicitation  or  sale.  A  certifi- 
cate shall  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  proving 
that  authority  has  been  granted  to  the  beneficiary 
for  the  particular  solicitation  or  sale.  Neither  the 
license  not  a  certificate  shall  be  considered,  re- 
ferred to  or  advertised  as  an  endorsement  by  the 
Commission  of  the  solicitation  or  sale. 

10.  Revocation  of  License.  The  Commission 
may  require  from  time  to  time  during  the  period 
of  the  validity  of  the  license  any  reports  from  the 
beneficiary  that  it  may  deem  necessary  or  desir- 
able, in  its  discretion,  for  the  successful  adminis- 
tration of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  A 
license  shall  be  non-transferable  and  the  Commis- 
sion may  cancel  any  license  whenever  it  is  satisfied 
that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  being 
violated,  or  where  the  beneficiary  or  holder  of  any 
certificate  engages  in  practices  which  would  have 
been  deemed  sufficient  to  refuse  to  issue  a  license 
originally. 

11.  Public  Record.  All  registration  statements 
and  applications  filed  with  the  Commission  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  public 
records  and  shall  be  open  to  inspection  at  such 
time  and  under  such  conditions  as  the  Commission 
may  by  regulation  prescribe. 

12.  Violation.  Any  person  who  solicits  or  sells 
as  provided  in  this  ordinance  without  holding  a 
validly  issued  certificate  from  a  beneficiary  and 
any   beneficiary   which    shall   issue   a    certificate 
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without  having  first  obtained  a  validly  issued 
license  and  any  person  who  shall  make  any  false 
statement  in  a  registration  statement  or  applica- 
tion for  a  license  or  who  shall  conceal  any  informa- 
tion required  b}^  this  ordinance  in  a  registration 
statement  or  application  for  a  license  or  who  shall 
conceal  any  information  specifically  requested  by 
the  Commission  and  any  person  who  violates  any 
other  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punishable  in  case  of  a 
group,  co-partnership,  society,  organization,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  violation, 
and  in  the  case  of  an  individual  either  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  sixty  days,  or 
both,  for  each  violation. 

13.  Unconstitutionality.  The  unconstitution- 
ality of  part  or  parts  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
affect  other  parts.  If  for  any  reason,  any  section 
or  part  or  parts  of  any  section  or  sections  shall 
be  declared  unconstitutional  or  beyond  the  power 
of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  enact,  such 
fact  shall  not  affect  or  impair  in  any  way  other 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  but  such  other  pro- 
visions shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

No.  520. 

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Triangle  Sign  Co., 
Inc.,  to  erect  a  solid  metal  sign  on  the  roof  of  the  build- 
ing on  the  premises  known  as  300  E.  North  Avenue. 

Whereas,  Section  42,  Paragraph  11,  Article  3 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition),  pro- 
hibits the  erection  of  a  solid  metal  sign  on  the  roof 
of  any  building;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  -Triangle  Sign 
Co.,  Inc.,  to  erect  a  solid  metal  sign  on  the  roof  of 
the  building  on  the  premises  known  as  300  E. 
North  Avenue  ;  the  said  sign  to  be  15  feet  high  and 
50  feet  long  and  to  be  6  feet  above  the  roof,  but  in 
all  other  respects,  the  said  sign  shall  be  erected 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
of  Baltimore  City,  in  accordance  with  the  Build- 
ing Laws  of  said  City,  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  said  Bureau. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  execution  of  an  agreement 
between  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  Bethlehem  Steel 
Company,  a  body  corporate,  relating  to  the  sale,  disposal 
and  delivery  of  certain  effluent  discharged  from  the  Back 
River  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  and  providing  for  certain 
uses  of  certain  property  of  the  City  by  said  Company. 

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  of  Bal- 
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timore  City  be  aiicl  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, upon  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates and  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  said 
City,  an  agreement  with  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Com- 
pany, a  body  corporate  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  the  following  terms : 

This  Agreement,  made  in  duplicate,  is  dated 
as  of  the  day  of  June,  1941. 

The  parties  are  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (hereinafter  sometimes  called  ''the 
City'')?  and  Bethlehem  Steel  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  (hereinafter  sometimes  called  ''the 
Company"). 

The  background  of  the  agreement  is  as  follows: 

The  City  owns  a  tract  of  land  situated  in  the 
Fifteenth  Election  District  of  Baltimore  County 
on  or  near  the  southwesternmost  shore  line  of  the 
waters  of  Back  River,  upon  which  it  has  cons- 
tructed and  now  operates  a  group  of  treatment 
units  known  as  The  Back  River  Sewage  Treatment 
Works  (hereinafter  sometimes  called  "the  Treat- 
ment Works"),  for  the  treatment  and  disposal  of 
sewage  from  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  Baltimore 
County.  Raw^  sewage  is  discharged  into  primary 
settling  tanks  where  certain  solids  are  removed. 
The  remaining  liquor  is  then  conducted  either  into 
a  trickling  filter  treatment  unit  or  into  an  acti- 
vated sludge  treatment  unit.  After  treatment  in 
these  units,  the  liquor  is  discharged  into  secondary 
settling  tanks  from  which  a  treated  effluent  is  dis- 
charged into  the  waters  of  Back  River.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  an  average  of  ninety  million  gallons  of 
effluent  is  at  present  being  discharged  daily  into 
the  waters  of  Back  River.  Heretofore,  this  efflu- 
ent has  had  no  utility  whatsoever  and  has  been 
without  commercial  value. 
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The  Company  owns  a  large  tract  of  land,  situ- 
ated in  the  Fifteenth  Ellection  District  of  Balti- 
more County  upon  which  it  is  now  operating  at 
Sparrows  Point,  Maryland,  a  large  industrial 
plant.  The  Company  requires  for  industrial  pur- 
poses a  larger  supply  of  water  than  is  now  avail- 
able to  it.  The  Company  believes  that  by  appro- 
priate treatment  the  effluent  now  being  discharged 
by  the  City  into  Back  River  can  be  converted  into 
water  suitable  for  certain  industrial  uses  and  has 
expressed  its  desire  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  City  whereby  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
effluent  will  be  made  available  for  that  purpose. 

Now,  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  prem- 
ises and  of  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  each  to 
the  other  in  hand  paid,  the  receipt  of  which  is 
hereby  acknowledged,  the  parties  hereto  do  agree 
as  follows: 

First:  Subject  to  the  terms,  conditions,  reser- 
vations and  limitations  of  this  entire  agreement, 
the  City  hereby  agrees  to  deliver  to  the  Company 
such  quantities  as  the  Company  may,  from  time 
to  time,  require,  (but  not  in  excess  of  the  rate  of 
fifty  million  gallons  a  day  per  any  given  unit  of 
time),  of  the  effluent  hereinbefore  referred  to  or 
of  the  effluent  discharged  from  any  other  treat- 
ment unit  which  the  City  may  hereafter  construct 
for  the  purpose  of  sewage  treatment,  on  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  hereinbefore  referred  to,  or  on 
any  property  adjacent  thereto  which  the  City  may 
hereafter  acquire. 

The  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  take,  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  other  effluent,  that  which  is  dis- 
charged from  any  particular  treatment  unit  or 
units,  now  or  hereafter  located  on  the  above-men- 
tioned property  of  the  City,  which  the  Company 
may  from  time  to  time  designate,  but  the  City  does 
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not  ol)lig'ate  itself  to  make  available  any  specific 
quantity  of  effluent  from  any  particular  treatment 
unit.  The  City  agrees,  however,  to  operate  the 
activated  sludge  unit  whenever,  in  the-  opinion  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  it  is  practicable 
to  do  so. 

Nothing  in  this  agreement  shall  prevent  the  City 
from  making  use  of  any  effluent  which  it  may  re- 
quire for  the  operation  of  the  Treatment  Works 
or  any  additions  thereto,  nor  shall  anything  in 
this  agreement  be  construed  as  obligating  the  City 
to  discharge  any  particular  volume  of  effluent 
from  said  Treatment  Works,  nor  shall  anything 
in  this  agreement  prevent  the  City  from  alto- 
gether ceasing  operation  of  the  Treatment  Works 
whenever  in  its  judgment  the  public  interest 
would  be  served  thereby,  the  purpose  of  this 
agreement  being  to  give  the  Company  a  prior 
right,  to  the  extent  hereinabove  provided,  to  take 
the  effluent  actually  so  discharged. 

Second  :  Deliveries  to  the  Company  pursuant 
to  Article  First  hereof  shall  be  made  into  mains 
constructed  by  the  Company  under  the  provisions 
of  Article  Fourth  hereof,  at  delivery  points  to  be 
selected  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  after 
consultation  with  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mary- 
land Plant  of  the  Company. 

Third:  The  City  will  make  every  practicable 
effort  to  operate  and  maintain  the  Treatment 
Works  and  any  additions  thereto  so  that  the  efflu- 
ent at  the  point  of  delivery  to  the  Company  shall 
have  the  following  characteristics  (to  be  tested 
from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with  the  then 
most  recent  standard  methods  of  water  and  sew- 
age analysis  prescribed  by  the  American  Public 
Health  Association)  : 
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(a)  The  hydrogen  ion  content  shall  not  exceed 
7.8  or  fall  below  6.5,  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
monthly  averages. 

(b)  The  total  suspended  solids  shall  not  at  any 
time  exceed  an  instantaneous  maximum  of  fifty 
parts  per  million  and  the  monthly  average  of  such 
solids  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  parts  per  mil- 
lion. This  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  effluent 
discharged  from  the  secondary  settling  tanks  con- 
nected with  the  trickling  filter  unit,  which  effluent 
shall  not  at  any  time  contain  total  suspended  sol- 
ids in  excess  of  an  instantaneous  maximum  of 
eighty  parts  per  million  and  not  exceeding,  in 
monthly  average,  fifty  parts  per  million. 

(c)  The  five-day  twenty  degree  centigrade  bio- 
chemical oxygen  demand  shall  not  exceed  an  in- 
stantaneous maximum  of  forty-five  parts  per  mil- 
lion, and  its  monthly  average  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  parts  per  million.  This  requirement 
5hall  not  apply  to  effluent  discharged  from  the  sec- 
ondary settling  tanks  connected  with  the  trickling 
filter  unit,  the  five-day  twenty  degree  centigrade 
bio-chemical  oxygen  demand  of  w^hich  effluent  shall 
not  exceed  an  instantaneous  maximum  of  eighty 
parts  per  million,  and  the  monthly  average  of 
which  shall  not  exceed  forty  parts  per  million. 

(d)  The  chloride  content  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  seventy-five  parts  per  million  calculated 
upon  the  basis  of  monthly  averages. 

Analytical  tests  to  determine  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Article  may  be  made  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Company.  Samples  of  final 
effluent  from  the  activated-sludge  treatment  units 
and  from  the  secondary-sedimentation  tank  fol- 
lowing the  trickling  filters  shall  be  collected  on  not 
less  than  three  days  during  each  week  that  effluent 
is  taken  by  the  Company.    These  days  shall  be 
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selected  so  that  dnriiii;-  each  month  samples  will  be 
collected  on  each  of  the  seven  days  of  the  week, 
and  so  that  the  number  of  each  of  the  week  days, 
includino-  each  Sunday,  on  which  samples  are  col- 
lected will  l)e  as  nearly  e(]ual  as  possible.  On  each 
day  that  samples  are  obtained,  they  shall  be  col- 
lected once  each  hour  of  the  day,  at  hourly  inter- 
vals, and  composited  during  the  day,  it  being  un- 
derstood that  the  samples  of  effluent  from  the  acti- 
vated-sludge treatment  units  shall  be  composited 
separately  from  the  samples  of  effluent  from  the 
secondary-sedimentation  tank  following  the  trick- 
ling filters.  The  volumes  of  the  hourly  samples 
shall  be  approximately  i^roportionate  to  the  rates 
of  discharge  of  the  effluents  at  the  time  when  the 
samples  are  collected.  In  selecting  the  places 
where  samples  are  to  be  obtained  and  in  collecting 
the  samples,  great  care  shall  be  taken  to  obtain 
samples,  the  physical  and  chemical  characteristics 
of  which  are  as  representative  as  possible  of  each 
of  the  effluents  from  which  the  samples  are  col- 
lected. The  analysis  of  each  daily  composited 
sample  shall  be  begun  preferably  within  one  hour, 
but  not  later  than  within  two  hours  after  the  end 
of  the  period  during  which  the  said  sample  was 
collected. 

Within  ten  days  after  the  end  of  each  month,  the 
Company  shall  notify  the  City  of  the  result  of  its 
analysis.  If  the  City  is  not  satisfied  to  accept  such 
results,  it  may  notify  the  Company  in  writing  that 
it  desires  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  for  determination.  The  City  and  the  Com- 
pany will  thereupon  submit  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  such  information  and  data  as  it  may  re- 
quest. The  determination  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  shall  be  expressed  in  writing  and  shall  be 
final  and  binding  upon  both  parties. 
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Fourth  :  The  Company  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  at  its  own  cost 
and  expense,  conduct  on  the  property  of  the  City 
hereinbefore  referred  to  such  operations,  and  con- 
struct and  maintain  on  said  property  such  process- 
ing plants,  pumping  stations,  chlorinator  houses, 
measuring  devices,  pipe  lines,  reservoirs  and  other 
facilities,  as  may  in  the  opinion  of  the  Company 
be  necessary  or  advisable  (1)  to  convert  into  wa- 
ter suitable  for  its  industrial  uses  any  effluent  de- 
livered to  the  Company  pursuant  to  Article  First 
of  this  agreement  and  (2)  to  conduct  such  effluent 
and  such  water  to  the  property  of  the  Company  at 
or  near  Sparrows  Point.  For  the  purpose  of  con- 
ducting such  operations  or  constructing  and  main- 
taining such  facilities,  the  Company  shall  have 
access  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  property  of 
the  City  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

Before  undertaking  to  construct  any  such  facili- 
ties, or  to  conduct  any  such  operations,  the  Com- 
pau}^  shall  submit  reasonably  detailed  plans  there- 
for to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  for  his  ap- 
proval. The  Chief  Engineer  shall  within  thirty 
days  after  receipt  of  such  plans,  indicate  in  writ- 
ing his  approval,  with  or  without  modification,  or 
his  disapproval,  of  the  proposed  facilities  and/or 
operations. 

Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer, the  more  efficient  operation  of  the  Treatment 
Works  requires  the  relocation  of  any  facilities 
constructed  by  the  Company  on  the  property  of 
the  City  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article, 
he  may  give  the  Company  one  year's  written  no- 
tice to  remove  such  facilities.  Said  notice  shall 
designate  a  new  location  for  such  facilities  and 
within  one  year  after  receipt  thereof,  the  Com- 
pany shall  at  its  own  expense  relocate  such  facili- 
ties in  accordance  therewith. 
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Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
Article,  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  not  deny  to  the 
Company  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  op- 
erate during  the  term  of  this  agreement,  on  the 
property  of  the  City  hereinbefore  referred  to,  a 
pumping  station,  chlorinator  house  and  pipe  lines 
at  all  times  reasonably  adequate  to  conduct  to  the 
property  of  the  Company  at  or  near  Sparrows 
Point,  any  effluent  delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Arti- 
cle First  of  this  agreement  and  any  water  derived 
from  such  effluent. 

Upon  the  expiration  or  termination  of  the  con- 
tract as  hereinafter  provided  in  Article  Twelfth  of 
this  agreement,  the  Company  shall  remove  at  its 
own  expense  all  facilities  constructed  by  it  on  the 
property  of  the  City  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Article  and  shall  leave  the  property  of  the 
City  in  as  good  condition  as  prior  to  the  construc- 
tion of  such  facilities. 

Fifth  :  For  the  purpose  of  improving  the  meth- 
ods of  treatment  of  sewage  prior  to  the  delivery 
to  the  Company  of  effluent  pursuant  to  Article 
First  hereof,  the  Company  may,  with  the  written 
approval  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  recon- 
struct existing  facilities  or  construct  new  facilities 
on  the  property  of  the  City  hereinbefore  referred 
to  and  conduct  treatment  operations  on  such  prop- 
erty. The  cost  of  any  such  operations  and  the 
cost  of  construction,  reconstruction  or  mainte- 
nance of  any  such  facilities  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Company,  but  the  cost  of  construction  or  recon- 
struction of  any  such  facilities  shall,  to  the  extent 
of  the  value  of  such  facilities  to  the  City  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  be  cred- 
ited against  the  sums  payable  by  the  Company 
pursuant  to  Article  Seventh  hereof.  Any  such  new 
or  reconstructed  facilities  shall  be  the  absolute 
property  of  the  City. 
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Sixth:  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  the 
preceding  paragraphs,  the  City  shall  at  its  own 
expense  dispose  of  any  sludge  produced  as  a  re- 
sult of  any  operations  conducted  either  by  the  City 
or  by  the  Company  on  the  property  hereinbefore 
referred  to.  The  Company  will,  at  its  own  ex- 
pense, construct  any  additional  lines  and  connec- 
tions which  may  be  necessary.  For  every  month 
in  which  the  City  is  required  to  dispose  of  any 
sludge  produced  by  the  Company,  the  Company 
will  pay  to  the  City,  in  addition  to  any  sums  which 
may  be  payable  pursuant  to  Article  Seventh  of 
this  agreement,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($150.00). 

Seventh:  From  and  after  the  time  when  the 
City  shall  begin  to  make  deliveries  to  the  Com- 
pany pursuant  to  Article  First  hereof,  but  in  any 
event  from  and  after  January  1,  1942  and  there- 
after for  the  period  of  ten  years,  the  Company 
shall  pay  to  the  City  the  following  sums : 

(a)  Fifteen  days  after  the  end  of  any  month 
during  which  an  average  of  less  than  twenty -five 
million  gallons  of  effluent  per  day  have  been  de- 
livered to  the  Company,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000). 

(b)  Fifteen  days  after  the  end  of  any  month 
during  which  an  average  of  twenty-five  million 
gallons  or  more,  but  less  than  thirty-seven  and 
one-half  million  gallons,  per  day  have  been  deliv- 
ered to  the  Company,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1,500). 

(c)  Fifteen  days  after  the  end  of  any  month 
during  which  an  average  of  thirty-seven  and  one- 
half  million  gallons  per  day  or  more  have  been 
delivered  to  the  Company,  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars  ($2,000.00). 
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The  monthly  *^ average"  referred  to  in  this 
Article  Seventh  shall  be  determined  for  any  month 
by  dividing  the  total  number  of  gallons  delivered 
in  such  month  by  the  number  of  days  in  such 
month.  The  Company  shall  make  daily  determi- 
nations by  a  measuring  device  approved  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  of  the  number  of  gal- 
lons delivered  to  it  by  the  City  and  shall  notify  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  of  its  findings.  In  case 
of  any  dispute  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health  for  decision  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided  in  Article  Third  of  this 
agreement. 

At  least  six  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  ten  year  period  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the 
City  may  give  the  Company  written  notification  of 
its  desire  to  revise  the  amount  of  the  monthly 
payments  to  be  made  pursuant  to  this  Article.  If 
within  three  months  thereafter  the  parties  are 
unable  to  agree  upon  such  revision,  then  within 
one  month  thereafter  the  City  may  give  the  Com- 
pany written  notification  of  its  desire  to  refer  the 
matter  to  arbitration  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Article  Thirteenth  hereof.  From  and  after  the 
expiration  of  the  ten  year  period  until  the  expira- 
tion or  termination  of  this  contract  as  hereinafter 
provided  in  Article  Twelfth  hereof,  the  Company 
shall  pay  to  the  City  the  revised  amounts  deter- 
mined by  agreement  or  by  arbitration  in  the  man- 
ner above  provided.  If  upon  the  expiration  of 
said  ten  year  period,  arbitration  of  the  revised 
amounts  is  still  pending,  then  the  Company  shall 
continue  to  pay  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  sub-paragraphs  (a),  (b)  and  (c)  of  this  Article, 
but  the  decision  of  the  arbitrators  when  rendered, 
shall  be  retroactive  to  the  expiration  of  said  ten 
year  period.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  give  notice  of 
its  desire  to  revise  the  amount  of  the  monthly  pay- 
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ments,  or  shall  fail  either  to  agree  on  such  revi- 
sion or  to  resort  to  arbitration,  then  the  Company 
shall  continue  to  make  the  payments  provided  for 
in  sub-paragraphs  (a),  (b)  and  (c)  of  this  Article 
until  the  expiration  or  termination  of  the  contract 
as  hereinafter  provided  in  Article  Twelfth  of  this 
agreement. 

Eighth  :  The  City  shall  at  all  times  have  access 
to  any  buildings  or  other  structures  which  the 
Company  may  construct  upon  the  property  of  the 
City.  Each  party  agrees  to  give  the  other  access 
at  reasonable  times  to  all  records  maintained  by 
it  for  the  purposes  of  this  agreement. 

Ninth  :  The  Company  shall  not  be  required  to 
pay  any  taxes,  assessments,  public  dues  or  charges 
levied  or  assessed  or  to  be  levied  or  assessed  on 
the  land  of  the  City  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

Tenth:  The  Company  hereby  agrees  that  it 
will  at  all  times  hold  the  City  harmless  against 
liability  for  any  nuisance  created  by  the  Company, 
or  for  any  act,  matter  or  thing  done,  or  state  or 
condition  caused  by  or  suffered  or  permitted  to  be 
done  or  caused,  by  the  Company,  for  which  act, 
matter  or  thing  done  or  condition  created  by  the 
doing  thereof,  the  City  may  be  liable  or  charged 
with  any  liability  except,  however,  that  the  Com- 
pany shall  not  be  liable  to  the  City  in  such  cases 
where  any  act  or  omission  of  the  City  shall  con- 
tribute to  the  thing  done  or  the  condition  created 
by  the  doing  thereof. 

Eleventh:  For  any  month  during  which  the 
effluent  delivered  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Article 
First  of  this  agreement  shall  fail  to  meet  all  the 
standards  set  forth  in  Article  Third  of  this  agree- 
ment, the  Company  shall  not  be  required  to  make 
the  payments  required  by  Article  Seventh  of  this 
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agreement,  but  shall  pay  to  the  City  in  lieu 
thereof,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  end  of  such 
month,  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  dollars  ($500). 
The  Company  shall  have  no  right  to  any  other 
remedy  because  of  such  failure. 

.  In  addition  and  without  prejudice  to  any  other 
remedy  available  to  it  under  the  terms  of  this 
agreement  or  otherwise,  the  Company  shall  have 
the  right  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  City  to 
make  deliveries  as  provided  in  Article  First 
hereof,  to  institute  proceedings  in  an  appropriate 
court  to  require  the  City,  its  officials,  agents  and 
employees,  to  take  whatever  steps  may  be 
necessary  in  order  to  effect  such  deliveries,  it 
being  a  fundamental  purpose  of  this  agreement  to 
assure  to  the  Company  at  all  times  to  the  extent 
and  subject  to  the  reservations  and  with  the  limi- 
tations set  forth  in  said  Article  First,  a  continued 
and  uninterrupted  supply  of  water  for  industrial 
purposes. 

Xeither  party  to  this  agreement  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  default  under  the  terms  hereof  when  its 
failure  to  perform  any  of  said  terms  shall  be 
caused  by  riots,  strikes,  acts  of  God,  or  acts  of  the 
common  enemy. 

Twelfth:  If  for  a  period  of  two  years  after 
the  date  of  this  agreement,  or  thereafter  for  any 
period  of  one  year,  the  Company  shall  take  no  de- 
liveries of  effluent,  then  either  party  may  serve 
notice  upon  the  other  of  its  desire  to  terminate 
this  agreement,  and  if  within  six  months  after  re- 
ceipt of  such  notice,  the  Company  shall  take  no 
deliveries  of  effluent,  then  this  agreement  shall 
forthwith  terminate. 

Unless  otherwise  terminated,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  this  agreement  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect  until  twenty  years  after  its  date.  The 
Company  shall  have  the  right  to  renew  this  agree- 
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ment  for  a  further  term  of  twenty  years.  In  the 
event  of  such  renewal,  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  agreement  will  not  be  altered,  except  that  the 
amount  of  the  monthly  payments  to  be  made  pur- 
suant to  Article  Seventh  for  the  first  ten  years  of 
the  renewal  term  shall  be  subject  to  revision  in  the 
following  manner: 

Between  ten  and  twelve  months  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  the  original  term  of  this  agreement, 
the  Company  shall  in  writing  call  upon  the  City 
to  advise  it  of  the  revised  amounts  of  monthly 
payments  which  the  City  will  demand  in  the  event 
of  the  exercise  by  the  Company  of  its  option  to 
renew.  In  case  the  amounts  named  by  the  City 
are  not  satisf  actor}"  to  the  Company,  the  Company 
may  give  written  notice  to  the  City  of  its  desire  to 
refer  the  matter  to  arbitration  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  Thirteenth  of  this  agree- 
ment. At  least  six  months  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  the  original  term,  the  Company  shall  give  the 
City  written  notice  of  its  intent  to  exercise  its  op- 
tion to  renew  this  agreement.  In  case  the  amount 
of  monthly  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Company 
in  the  event  of  renewal,  shall  not  have  been  mutu- 
ally agreed  upon,  or  determined  by  arbitration, 
prior  to  six  months  before  the  expiration  of  the 
original  term,  then  the  Company  shall  have  six 
months  from  the  time  of  notification  of  the  deci- 
sion of  the  arbitrators,  when  made,  wherein  to  ex- 
ercise its  option  of  renewal,  and  during  any  por- 
tion of  such  period  beyond  the  original  term  of 
this  agreement,  the  then  prevailing  prescribed 
amounts  of  monthly  payments  shall  continue,  but 
should  the  Company  elect  to  exercise  its  option  to 
renew  this  agreement  at  the  revised  amount  of 
payments,  as  established  by  such  agreement  or 
arbitration,  then  and  in  such  event  the  new  term 
shall  start,  and  the  new  amount  of  payments  shall 
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begin  and  be  due  and  payable  as  of  the  time  of 
the  expiration  of  the  original  term. 

Thirteenth:  Any  right  of  arbitration  con- 
ferred by  Articles  Seventh  and  Twelfth  of  this 
agreement  shall  be  exercised  in  the  following 
manner : 

The  party  desiring  to  exercise  said  right  shall 
give  to  the  other  party  written  notification  of  such 
desire.  In  said  notice  the  party  shall  designate 
some  person  to  act  as  arbitrator,  and  shall  request 
the  other  party  to  name  a  second  arbitrator.  The 
other  party  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  des- 
ignate a  second  person  to  act  as  arbitrator,  and 
the  two  arbitrators  so  chosen  shall  select  a  third 
arbitrator.  In  the  event,  ho^vever,  that  the  two 
arbitrators  so  chosen  do  not,  within  ten  days  after 
their  appointment,  agree  upon  the  third  arbitra- 
tor, then  the  third  arbitrator  shall  be  named  by  the 
Chief  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore 
City.  In  the  event  that  either  party  shall  refuse 
to  appoint  an  arbitrator  within  ten  days  after  re- 
ceipt of  written  request  to  do  so,  then  the  other 
party  shall  have  the  right  to  name  the  second  ar- 
bitrator, and  the  two  so  chosen  shall  name  the 
third  arbitrator,  but  the  arbitration  shall  proceed 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  each  of  the  said  parties 
had  named  an  arbitrator.  The  arbitrators  so 
chosen  shall  promptly  proceed  to  determine  the 
monthly  amounts  of  the  payments  to  be  made  by 
the  Company  to  the  City.  The  amounts  so  deter- 
mined by  the  arbitrator  shall  be  fair  and  reason- 
able. The  determination  of  a  majority  of  the  ar- 
bitrators shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  both  par- 
ties. The  fee  of  the  arbitrator  chosen  by  or  for 
each  party  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  for  which 
such  arbitrator  is  respectively  acting,  and  the  fee 
of  the  third  arbitrator  shall  be  paid  as  a  part  of 
the  expense  of  the  arbitration,  and  the  expenses 
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of  the  arbitration  shall  be  fixed  by  the  arbitrators 
and  borne  equally  by  both  parties. 

Fourteenth:  All  notices  provided  for  herein 
shall  be  sufficient  if  sent  by  registered  mail,  pos- 
tage prepaid,  to  the  City  at  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  City  of  Baltimore,  State  of  Maryland; 
and  to  the  Company  at  the  offices  of  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Maryland  Plant,  Bethlehem  Steel 
Company,  Sparrows  Point,  Baltimore  County, 
Maryland ;  and  a  registry  ' '  Return  Receipt ' '  card, 
signed  by  an  authorized  recipient,  shall  be  taken 
to  be  conclusive  proof  of  the  sending  of  such  no- 
tice. 

Fifteenth  :  Reference  in  this  agreement  to  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  shall  be  deemed  to  in- 
clude such  official  of  the  City  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  discharging  the  duties  now  performed  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  with  respect  to  sewage  dis- 
posal. 

Reference  in  this  agreement  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
such  officials  of  the  State  Government  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  discharging  the  duties  now 
performed  by  the  Stafe  Department  of  Health 
with  respect  to  sanitation. 

Reference  in  this  agreement  to  gallons,  shall  be 
deemed  to  refer  to  United  States  gallons. 

Sixteenth  :  This  agreement  shall  bind  the  par- 
ties hereto,  their  successors  and  assigns. 

Witness  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  by  the  hand  of  Howard  W. 
Jackson,  its  Mayor,  and  its  corporate  seal  here- 
unto affixed,  duly  attested  by  the  City  Register; 
witness  also  the  signature  of  a  Vice-President  of 
Bethlehem  Steel  Company  and  its  corporate  seal 
hereunto  affixed,  duly  attested  by  one  of  its  As- 
sistant Secretaries. 
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Sec.  2.  And  he  it  f)(rfJirr  ordained,  That  tliis 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

\n  ordinance  to  authorize  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  two  single 
railroad  tracks,  the  first  of  said  tracks  beginning  at  a  point 
in  the  center  of  its  existing  track  in  the  bed  of  Danville 
Avenue,  said  point  of  beginning  being  28.5  feet  south  of 
the  north  building  line  of  Danville  Avenue  and  7.7  feet 
east  of  the  east  building  line  of  Highland  Ave.  and  run- 
ning thence  northwesterly  on  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a 
radius  of  181.4  feet  the  distance  of  101.8  feet  to  a  point  on 
the  north  building  line  of  Danville  Avenue,  said  point  being 
29.9  feet  west  of  the  west  building  line  of  Highland  Avenue. 
And  beginning  for  the  second  track  at  a  point  on  the  east 
line  of  an  alley  which  is  situated  between  Clinton  Street 
and  Highland  Avenue  north  of  Danville  Avenue,  said  point 
of  beginning  being  63.5  feet  north  of  the  north  building 
line  of  Danville  Avenue  and  extending  thence  northerly 
across  said  alley  on  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of 
181.4  feet  the  distance  of  54.4  feet  to  a  point  on  the  west  line 
of  said  alley  114.7  feet  north  of  the  north  building  line  of 
Danville  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  if  ordained  hjf  the  Mayor  and 
City  Conncil  of  Baltimore,  that  The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  two 
sin^ii'le  railroad  tracks,  the  center  lines  of  said 
tracks  hereby  authorized  being  respectively  de- 
scribed as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  first  track  at  a  point  in  the 
center  of  its  existing  track  in  the  bed  of  Danville 
Avenue,  said  point  of  beginning  being  28.5  feet 
south  of  the  north  building  line  of  Danville  Ave- 
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niie  and  7.7  feet  east  of  the  east  building  line  of 
Highland  Avenue  and  running  thence  northwest- 
erly on  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of  181.4 
feet  the  distance  of  101.8  feet  to  a  point  on  the 
nortli  building  line  of  Danville  Avenue,  said  point 
being  29.9  feet  west  of  the  west  building  line  of 
Highland  Avenue. 

And  beginning  for  the  second  track  at  a  point  on 
the  east  line  of  an  alley  which  is  situated  between 
Clinton  Street  and  Highland  Avenue  north  of

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not 
stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  said 
grantee,  to  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordi- 
nance, which  shall  be  and  become  the  property  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on  its  paying 
said  grantee  said  valuation;  the  said  payment  to 
be  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same  as 
property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from  the 
right  or  franchise  by  this  ordinance  granted,  the 
said  revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitra- 
tors, one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case 
they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves, 
shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision 
of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation  afore- 
said; provided,  that  if  the  said  arbitrators  shall, 
after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon  an 
umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  such  umpire. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all 
times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
full  municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and 
control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
the  grant  herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that  non-compliance, 
at  any  time  or  times,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  with  any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant 
hereby  made,  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  for- 
feiture of  the  grant  hereby  made,  which  shall 
thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing- 
short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver 
of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  and  constructing, 
from  time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  track,  on  said 
streets,  adjust  its  said  track  to  the  grades  of  said 
streets,  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own  ex- 
pense, keep  the  said  track  and  the  space  between 
the  rails  of  said  track  and  for  two  feet  on  either 
side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow^  or 
other  obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the 
other  portions  of  said  streets  on  either  side  of  said 
track,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if 
and  so  often  as  said  streets  or  any  of  them  shall 
be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or  any 
other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by  law, 
the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the  space  between 
the  rails  of  said  track  and  for  two  feet  on  either 
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side  thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same  may 
be  constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it -further  ordained,  That  the 
track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  en- 
tire satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in 
the  construction  and  renewals  thereof,  from  time 
to  time,  shall  be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight 
as  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall  determine. 
The  grantee  hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  ex- 
pense, change  the  location  of  the  track  hereby 
authorized,  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said 
Highways  Engineer  the  public  interest,  conveni- 
ence, safety,  and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  The  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00) 
per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum,  payable 
in  advance,  during  the  continuance  of  said  fran- 
chise and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and 
the  total  amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to 
be  fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City  upon  the  measurement  by  him  of  the  actual 
number  of  lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  main- 
tained or  operated  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance ;  and  the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  of 
advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
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from  time  to  time,  Avithin  lliirty  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
or  amomits  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the 
following  work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes 
necessary  from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in 
any  way  resulting  from  the  construction,  mainte- 
nance, operation,  presence,  use,  location,  reloca- 
tion, repair,  alteration  or  removal  of  said  track: 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replac- 
ing, protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  con- 
crete of  any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belong- 
ing to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
located  in  the  street  occupied  by  said  track ; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repair- 
ing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all 
paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  sur- 
face structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connect- 
ing pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets  and 
track. 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
3f  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  track  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  fran- 
chises hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any 
or  all  of  said  track,  or  upon  the  termination  of 
the  rights  herein  granted  and  election  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  not  to  take  said  plant  and  property, 
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then  in  any  of  such  events,  from  time  to  time,  all 
the  franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall 
cease  and  determine  as  to  the  track  and  franchises 
so  affected,  without  any  compensation  to  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  and  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  promptly 
remove  the  track  and  appurtenances  so  affected, 
at  its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified  by  the 
said  Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any  such  re- 
moval of  track  and  appurtenances  shall  be  done 
in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  Highwa^^s 
Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such  removals 
of  track,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall  promptly  pave  or  repave,  at  their 
entire  expense,  the  street  beds,  curbs  and  side- 
walks of  the  streets  disturbed  by  such  removal  of 
track,  the  said  paving  or  repaving  to  be  done  with 
such  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  said  Highways  Engineer,  in 
each  instance. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done 
by  them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and 
all  such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to 
do  said  work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expense« 
thereof  from  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Eailroad  Company, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable  for  and 
shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all  suit 
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or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs 
and  expenses  to  wliicli  said  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason 
of,  or  in  anywise  resultin<>:  from  the  presence,  con- 
struction, use,  operation,  maintenance,  alteration, 
repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  removal  of  said 
railroad  track  and  whether  such  suit  or  suits, 
losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs  and/or  ex- 
penses be  against,  sutfered  or  sustained  by  the 
said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corpora- 
tions and  persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  become  liable 
therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  if  fuvthcr  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of 
any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  per- 
formed and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, or  any  of  their  agencies),  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or  wel- 
fare require  the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  mov- 
ing, relocating,  supporting,  protecting  and/or 
accommodating  of  any  or  all  of  said  track,  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  any 
and  all  such  cases,  promptly  upon  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer,  and  at  the  entire 
cost  and  expense  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  adjust,  alter,  shift,  move,  relocate, 
support,  protect  and/or  accommodate  their  said 
track  in  whole  or  in  part  and  temporarily  or  per- 
manently, so  as  to  fully  meet  the  exigencies  occa- 
sioning such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not 
stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  track  hereby  authorized. 
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Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Pratt  Free  Library  of  Baltimore  City  of  a  lot  of  ground 
and  improvements,  situated  in  Baltimore  City,  located  on 
the  north  corner  of  Towson  and  Beason  Streets,  having 
formerly  been  occupied  by  a  branch  of  the  Enoch  Pratt 
Free  Library  of  Baltimore  City.  Said  lot  of  ground  and 
improvements   being   no   longer   needed   for   public   use. 

Whereas  by  deed  dated  August  5,  1909,  and 
recorded  among  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore 
City  in  Liber  S.  C.  L.  No.  2546,  folio  500,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  acquired 
from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
all  that  lot  of  ground  hereinafter  described,  in 
special  trust  and  confidence  nevertheless  for  the 
Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library  of  Baltimore  City,  and 
to  permit  said  premises  to  be  enjoyed,  used,  occu- 
pied, managed  and  controlled  by  the  said  Enoch 
Pratt  Free  Library  of  Baltimore  City  for  its  cor- 
porate purposes,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  its  charter,  and  provided  that  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  aforesaid, 
and  the  Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library  of  Baltimore 
City,  aforesaid,  may  by  joint  deed,  sell  and  convey 
said  described  lot  of  ground,  etc. ;  and 

Whereas  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  sell  said  lot 
of  ground;  now,  therefore, 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of^  Baltimore,  That  the  Comptroller 
of  Baltimore  City  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  sell  jointly  with  the  Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library 
of  Baltimore  City,  in  accordance  with  Section  13 
of  the  City  Charter,  the  lot  of  ground  and  im- 
provements, situated  in  Baltimore  City,  State  of 
Maryland,  and  described  as  follows,  that  is  to  say : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  corner  formed 
by  the  intersection  of  the  northwesternmost  side 
of  Towson  Street  and  the  northeasternmost  side 
of  Beason  Street;  and  running  thence  northwest- 
wardly, binding  on  the  northeasternmost  side  of 
Beason  Street  90  feet;  thence  northeastwardly, 
parallel  with  Towson  Street  90  feet  to  the  centre 
of  an  alley  20  feet  wide ;  thence  southeastwardly, 
binding  on  said  alley,  along  the  centre  thereof,  90 
feet  to  Towson  Street,  and  thence  southwest- 
wardly,  binding  on  the  northwesternmost  side  of 
Towson  Street  90  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning.

Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore ,  That  a  new  section  be 
and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  4  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1927  Edition),  title  ''Carriages, 
Horses,  Boats  and  Scows'',  sub-title  ''Traffic 
Regulations",  said  new  section  to  be  known  as 
Section  81A,  to  follow  immediately  after  Section 
81  of  said  Article,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

81A.  No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stand, 
between  the  hours  of  7.30  A.  M.  and  9.00  A.  M.  and 
between  4.30  P.  M.  and  6.00  P.  M.,  on  the  east  side 
of  Light  Street  between  Pratt  Street  and  the  Key 
Highway,  within  12  feet  of  the  east  rail  of  the 
north  bound  track  of  the  Baltimore  Transit  Com- 
pany. The  Police  Commissioner  of  Baltimore 
City  shall  indicate  by  a  clearly  visible  line  painted 
or  otherwise  marked  on  the  surface  and  approxi- 
mately parallel  to  and  within  12  feet  of  the  east 
rail  of  the  north  bound  track  of  the  Baltimore 
Transit  Company,  to  the  east  of  which  line 
vehicles  may  park  for  loading  or  unloading,  either 
parallel  or  at  an  angle. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  establishing  certain  engineering  principles  to 
be  adhered  to  in  the  design,  workmanship  required  in 
alterations  of  certain  structural  steel  work  for  Flynn  & 
Emrich  Company's  Foundry  located  at  Grantley  Road  and 
Western  Maryland  Railway,  the  said  alterations  being  on 
Lot  3101  Grantley  Road. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Flynn  &  Emrich 
Company,  located  at  3101  Grantley  Road,  be  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  assemble  the  structural 
steel  work  required  in  the  construction  of  altera- 
tions to  its  present  runways,  said  alterations  being 
on  Lot  3101  Grantley  Road,  by  the  process  of  weld- 
ing in  compliance  with  the  following  rules  of 
design  and  workmanship : 

Par.  1.  Unit  Stresses.  All  welds  must  be  of 
such  sizes  and  lengths  as  to  transmit  the  load  to  be 
carried  at  stresses  not  to  exceed  the  follomng 
amounts  in  pounds  per  square  inch:  Shear  on 
section  through  throat  of  weld,  13,000.  Tension 
on  section  through  throat  of  weld,  15,600.  Com- 
pression on  section  through  throat  of  weld,  18,000. 

Par.  2.  Quality  of  Materials.  Wire  used  for 
electrodes  or  welding  rods  shall  be  commercial 
mild  steel  wires  made  for  this  purpose  and  of  the 
heavy  coated  and  shielded  arc  type.  Such  rods 
shall  be  of  a  quality  to  give  a  minimum  of  65,000 
lbs.  per  square  inch  tensile  strength  and  an  elonga- 
tion of  20  per  cent  in  12  inches. 

Par.  3.  Apparatus.  Welding  current  shall  be 
direct  current  supplied  by  generators  driven  by 
electric  motors  or  engines  having  suitable  auto- 
matic voltage  regulation. 

Par.  4.  Workmanship,  (a)  Surfaces  to  be 
welded  shall  be  cleaned  by  wire  brushing,  chipping 
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or  hammering,  of  loose  scale,  rust,  paint,  or  other 
foreign  matter;  except  that  a  thin  coat  of  linseed 
oil  need  not  be  removed  before  welding. 

(b)  Welding  operators  shall  submit  evidence  of 
experience  in  welding  structural  steel  with  the 
kind  of  welding  to  be  used  on  the  proposed  work, 
and  show  ability  to  make  flat,  vertical  and  over- 
head welds  of  uniform  quality  conforming  to  the 
requirements  of  these  specifications. 

(c)  After  being  deposited,  welds  shall  be 
brushed  with  wire  brushes,  and  show  uniform  sec- 
tion, smoothness  of  weld  metal,  feather  edges 
without  overlaps,  freedom  from  porosity  and 
clinkers.  Visual  inspection  at  edges  and  ends  of 
fillets  and  butt  joints  shall  indicate  good  fusion 
with  the  penetration  into  base  metals. 

(d)  Arcs  for  electric  welding  shall  be  of  proper 
lengths  to  produce  good  welds. 

(e)  In  assembling  and  during  welding  the  com- 
ponent parts  of  a  built-up  member  shall  be  held  by 
sufficient  clamps  or  other  adequate  means  to  keep 
parts  straight  and  in  close  contact. 

Par.  5.  Qualification  of  Welders.  All  weld- 
ing shall  be  performed  by  operators  holding  a 
certificate  issued  by  a  testing  laboratory  or  other 
recognized  organization,  approved  by  the  Archi- 
tect and  the  Buildings  Engineer,  and  qualified  to 
pass  on  the  operator's  ability  and  workmanship. 
The  certificate  shall  be  issued  not  more  than  one 
year  prior  to  the  starting  of  the  welding  operation. 
A  copy  of  this  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Par.  6.  Inspection.  'The  welding  contractor 
shall  employ  the  services  of  a  responsible  inspec- 
tion company,  approved  by  the  Architect  and  the 
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Buildings  Engineer.  The  inspection  company  shall 
maintain  on  the  job  at  all  times  during  the  welding 
a  representative  who  shall  certify  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  welding  and  render  reports  to  the  Build- 
ings Engineer  and  to  the  ArcMtect. 

Par.  7.  Structueal  Steel.  Structural  steel 
shall  not  be  painted  before  welding,  but  shall  be 
given  a  coat  of  linseed  oil  to  protect  against  rust. 
In  all  other  respects,  the  structural  steel  construc- 
tion shall  conform  to  the  Building  Code  of  Balti- 
more City. 

Where  not  otherwise  specified,  the  standard 
specifications  and  the  recommendations  by  the 
American  Welding  Society,  or  as  directed  by  the 
Buildings  Engineer  and  the  Architect,  shall  be 
followed. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

space  used  for  garage  purposes. 

An  open  air  garage  as  used  within  the  terms  of 
this  section  shall  mean  an  open  air  place  of  stor- 
age for  hire  or  an  open  air  place  where  is  kept  for 
hire  any  automobile,  locomobile,  or  any  vehicle  of 
any  kind,  the  motor  power  of  which  shall  be  elec- 
tricity, steam,  gas,  gasoline  or  any  other  motive 
power  except  animals  and  aircraft,  whether  such 
automobile,  locomobile  or  vehicle  is  kept  thereon 
permanently  or  temporarily.

Fayette  Street  from  Broadway  to  Conkling 
Street,  and  from  Paca  Street  to  Monroe  Street; 

Monroe  Street,  from  North  Avenue  to  Wash- 
ington Boulevard; 
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Wilkens  Avenue,  from  Fulton  Avenue  to  Caton 
Avenue  ; 

Caton  Avenue,  from  Wilkens  Avenue  to  Wash- 
ington Boulevard; 

HoAvard  Street,  from  Centre  Street  to  Twenty- 
ninth  Street; 

Hanover  Street,  from  Patapsco  Avenue  to  the 
Southern  Boundary  Line*  of  the  City; 

Harford  Avenue,  from  Oliver  Street  to  North 
Avenue. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  furtlier  ordained,  That  all 
ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of 
such  conflict  or  inconsistency.

An  ordinance  granting  to  The  Baltimore  Transit  Company, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  tlie  right  to  operate,  in  one 
direction,  vehicles  propelled  by  electricity,  but  not  operated 
upon  rails,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  the  necessary  poles, 
wires  and  overhead  equipment  and  appurtenances  at  the 
following  locations:  (1)  Westerly  on  Harlem  Avenue, 
from  Arlington  Avenue  to  Carey  Street;  and  (2)  northerly 
on  Eden  Street,  from  Preston  Street  to  Hoffman  Street; 
easterly  on  Hoffman  Street,  from  Eden  Street  to  Caroline 
Street;  and  southerly  on  Caroline  Street,  from  Hoffman 
Street  to  Preston  Street;  and  prescribing  the  conditions 
under  which  the  rights  hereby  granted  may  be  exercised. 

Section  1.    Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
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Transit  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  1)0 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
operate,  in  one  direction,  vehicles  propelled  by 
electricity  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  l)ut  not 
operated  upon  rails,  and  to  erect  and  maintain 
the  necessary  poles,  wires  and  overhead  equip- 
ment and  appurtenances  at  the  following  loca- 
tions : 

(1)  Westerly  on  Harlem  Avenue,  from  Arling- 
tion  Avenue  to  Carey  Street;  and  (2)  northerly 
on  Eden  Street,  from  Preston  Street  to  Hotfman 
Street;  easterly  on  Hoffman  Street,  from  Eden 
Street  to  Caroline  Street ;  and  southerly  on  Caro- 
line Street,  from  Hoffman  Street  to  Preston 
Street. 

Sec.  2.  A)id  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  poles,  wires,  overhead  equipment  and  appur- 
tenances shall  be  constructed  and  maintained 
under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City ;

successors  or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  anv  or 
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all  of  said  poles,  wires,  overhead  construction 
and/or  appurtenances,  or  upon  the  termination  of 
the  rights  herein  granted  and  election  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  not  to  take  said  plant  and  property,

overhead  construction  and/or  appurtenances ; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repair- 
ing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all 
paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  sur- 
face structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connect- 
ing pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
receipts  from  operation  of  the  vehicles  herein 
authorized  shall  be  considered  a  portion  of  the 
gross  receipts  of  the  passenger  street  railway 
system  of  The  Baltimore  Transit  Company  and 
shall  be  accounted  for  as  such  by  said  Company  in 
the  payment  of  the  gross  receipts  tax  and  net  in- 
come tax  levied  against  said  Company  pursuant 
to  Ordinance  No.  281  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  September  i, 
1932. 
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Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  The  Baltimore 
Transit  Company  for  the  franchises  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  Three  Hmi- 
dred  and  Eighty-nine  Dollars  ($389.00)  flat 
charge  and  all  expenses  of  advertising. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  vehicle  shall  be 
permitted  to  stand,  at  any  time,  on  the  south  side 
of  Paddington  Road,  between  St.  Albans  Way  and 
Springlake  Way. 

No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stand,  at  any 
time,  on  the  north  side  of  Taplow  Road,  between 
St.  Albans  Way  and  Springlake  Way. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage  and  shall  continue  in  effect  until  No- 
vember 1st,  1941,  and  no  longer.

Avenue  to  a  point  140  ft.  more  or  less  west  of  Vera  Street 
where  the  track  will  curve  to  the  north  into  private  prop- 
erty; (3)  A  single  track  in  a  20  ft.  alley  lying  150  ft.  west 
of  Vera  Street,  from  Brady  Street  to  the  right  of  way  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  north  of  Carbon 
Street;  (4)  A  single  track  crossing  Carbon  Street  at  a 
point  approximately  140  ft. west  of  Vera  Street,  from  private 
property  on  the  south  side  of  Carbon  Street  to  private

Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore 
Transit  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  lay 
down,  construct  and  maintain  tracks,  and  to  run 
cars  and  to  operate  a  railway  thereon  and  also  to 
erect  and  maintain  the  necessary  poles,  wires, 
overhead  construction  and  appurtenances  as  may 
be  necessary  and  proper  for  said  tracks  at  the  fol- 
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lowing  locations:  (1)  A  single  track  on  Fairfield 
Avenue,  from  the  existing  track  on  Fairfield  Ave- 
nue south  of  Chesapeake  Avenue  to  Brady  Street ; 
(2)  A  single  track  on  Brady  Street,  from  Fairfield

by  overhead  wires,  or  by  the  storage  system,  or  by 
any  improved  system  which  may  be  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  Highways  Engineer. 
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Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  railway  tracks  shall  be  constructed  and  main- 
tained, under  the  supervision,  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction and  renewals  thereof  from  time  to  time 
shall  be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the 
said  Highways  Engineer  shall  determine,  all  rails 
to  be  of  a  similar  gauge  to  tracks  now  in  use  in 
said  City,  and  to  be  so  constructed  and  laid  down 
as  not  to  obstruct  or  impede  the  free  flow  of  water 
across  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  down  the  gutters 
thereof.

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  or  in  relaying 
down,  from  time  to  time,  said  railway  tracks  on 
said  streets  and  alleys,  adjust  the  said  tracks  to 
the  grades  of  said  streets  and  alleys  as  the  same 
are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law ; 
and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks 
and  the  spaces  between  the  said  tracks  and  ex- 
tending for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in 
thorough  repair;  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense, 
keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruc- 
tions, but  without  obstructing  the  other  portions

of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of 
Maryland,  entitled  ^'City  of  Baltimore'^,  sub-title 
*' Charter",  and  that  the  rights  herein  granted 
shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period 
of  twenty-five  (25)  years,  and  with  the  further 
right  to  said  Grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  includ- 
ing in  such  revaluation  the  value  derived  from  the 
said  right,  to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggre-

Whereas,  the  total  exemption  of  household 
furniture  and  effects  from  taxation  will  not  ma- 
terially affect  the  taxable  basis  of  the  City ;  there-

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  conveyance  to  the  Housing 
Authority  of  Baltimore  City  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  of  all  of  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  and 
to  all  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  included  within  the 
project  lines  of  Area  "H"  of  the  Housing  Authority  of  Balti- 
more City,  known  as  "Edgar  Allan  Poe  Homes",  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  a  certain  agreement  between  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  Housing  Au- 
thority of  Baltimore  City,  dated  August  29th,  1939,  which 
said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  were  condemned  and  opened 
by  appropriate  proceedings  under  Ordinance  No.  954,  ap- 
proved May  17th,  1939,  and  were  condemned  and  closed  by 
appropriate  proceedings  under  Ordinance  No.  967,  approved 
May  26th,  1939. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltiniore,  That  the  proper  ofticers

firm  or  corporation  shall  first  obtain  permission

Baltimore,  Howard,  Anne  Arundel  and  Carroll  Counties  to 
effect  the  synchronization  of  blackouts  and  protection 
against  enemy  attacks  or  raids;  declaring  the  ordinance 
to  be  an  exercise  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more of  its  governmental  functions  and  providing  for 
immunity  from  liability;  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  any  rule  or  regulation  made  and  promulgated 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance. 

Whereas,  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  Japan,  Germany 
and  Italy;  and 
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Whereas,  the  President  of  the  United  States 
has  prochiimed  that  an  invasion  or  predatory  in- 
cursion is  threatened  by  the  Empire  of  Japan, 
by  Germany  and  by  Italy ;  and 

Whereas,  in  the  event  of  an  enemy  attack  or 
invasion  upon  the  United  States,  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore may  be  threatened  with  danger  to  the 
lives  and  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City ;

The  Mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the 
members  of  said  Committee  to  act  as  its  Chair- 
man. Said  Committee  shall  take  such  steps  as  it 
may  deem  appropriate  to  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  of  the  approach  of  enemy 
aircraft  or  attack,  to  order  blackouts,  including 
test  or  trial  blackouts,  at  such  times,  and  for  such 
periods  of  time,  as  it  may  deem  desirable,  and  to 
render  all  possible  aid  and  assistance  to  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  City  of  Baltimore  in  the  event  of  an 
enemy  attack  or  air  raid.  In  addition  to  the  duties 
herein  prescribed,  the  Committee  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  Mayor  may  direct.  The 
said  Committee  may  appoint  such  assistants, 
aides  and  helpers  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
Mayor  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements with  the  proper  authorities  of  Balti- 
more, Howard,  Anne  Arundel  and  Carroll  Coun- 
ties to  effect  a  synchronization  of  blackouts  and 
protection  against  enemy  attacks  or  raids  in  such 
counties  and  such  parts  of  such  counties  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  constitute  an  exercise  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  of  its  gov- 
ernmental functions  for  the  protection  of  the  pub- 
lic health  and  safety,  and  neither  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  nor  any  individual,  tirm 
or  corporation  complying  with  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations lawfully  made  and  promulgated  by  the 
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Mayor  shall  be  liable  in  a  suit  for  damages  sus- 
tained by  any  person  or  done  to  any  property  as 
a  result  of  such  compliance. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  at  all 
times  when  the  rules  and  regulations  made  and 
promulgated  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  be 
in  effect,  they  shall  supersede  any  and  all  existing 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  insofar  as  the 
latter  may  be  inconsistent  therewith. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
violation  of  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  made  and  promulgated  by 
the  Mayor  pursuant  to  the  authority  herein  vested 
in  him,  shall  be  punishable  for  each  and  every  of- 
fense by  fine  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($500.00),  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
twelve  (12)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  as  of  the  date  of  its 
passage,  and  shall  continue  in  force  during  the 
time  while  the  United  States  is  at  war  with  a 
foreign  country.

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tide  1  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition), 
title  ^' Mayor  and  City  Council'^,  sub-title  ''Kec- 
ords  of  the  City'^,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed 
and  re-ordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as 
follows : 

84.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Legis- 
lative Reference  shall  take  under  his  charge  and 
keeping  all  the  records,  documents,  papers  and 
proceedings  of  the  corporation,  except  those  re- 
lating to  titles  of  city  property  and  all  the  ordi- 
nances, resolutions,  votes  and  proceedings  of  the 
City  Council  after  each  and  every  session.  The 
said  Director  shall  have  the  power,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Solicitor,  to  destroy  or  dispose 
of  any  records  or  papers  filed  with  him  which 
shall  be  deemed  obsolete  and  useless  but  no  rec- 
ords or  papers  which  have  been  in  custody  for 
a  period  of  less  than  five  years  shall  be  destroyed 
or  disposed  of  unless  they  are  duplicates.  In  no 
event,  shall  any  public  record  or  document,  re- 
quired by  ordinance  or  statute  to  be  kept  per- 
manently, be  destroyed  or  disposed  of  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Avenue,  522  feet,  more  or  less,  east  of  the  center  line  of 
Curtis  Avenue,  an  underground  electrical  conduit  contain- 
ing the  necessary  wires,  cables  and  appurtenances,  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  electricity  to,  from,  and  between 
units  of  the  Fabricating  Plant  of  the  Bethlehem-Fairfield 
Shipyard,  Inc. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
anthority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  or  right 
hereby  granted,  shall  be  the  sum  of  $30.00  per  an- 
num, payable  in  advance  during  the  continuance 
of  said  franchise  or  right. 

Sec  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  non- 
compliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the

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(b)  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  to  promptly  and  properly 
perform  any  or  all  of  their  duties  or  obligations 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to 
the  Owens-Illinois  Can  Company,  a  corporation, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  to  erect,  construct  and 
maintain,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  years,  an  enclosed  super- 
structure or  bridgeway  two  stories  high,  above 
and  across  the  surface  of  Linwood  Avenue,  said 
superstructure  or  bridgeway  to  connect  the  prem- 
ises of  said  Company  located  on  the  west  side  of 
Linwood  Avenue  with  the  premises  of  the  Com- 
pany located  on  the  east  side  of  Linwood  Avenue, 
known  as  2901  Boston  Street. 
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Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  franchise  or  rights  shall  be  executed  and  en- 
joyed six  months  after  the  grant. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said   grantee,   its   successors   and   assigns,   shall 
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maintain  the  said  superstructure  or  bridgeway  in 
good  condition  throughout  the  full  term  of  this 
grant. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay 
to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  compensation  for  the 
superstructure  or  bridgeway  privilege  hereby 
granted,  the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  and  Forty 
Dollars  ($840.00)  per  annum,  payable  in  advance, 
during  the  continuance  of  said  franchise. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  non- 
compliance, at  any  time  or  times,  with  any  of  the

An  ordinance  regulating  the  use  of  lots  for  the  open-air  dis- 
mantling, salvaging  or  wrecking  of  motor  vehicles  and 
providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Whereas,  many  vacant  lots  are  being  used  for 
the  dismantling,  salvaging  or  wrecking  of  motor 
vehicles ;  and 

Whereas,  the  use  of  such  lots  creates  many 
dangers  for  pedestrians  by  the  crossing  of  side- 
walks by  motor  vehicles ;  and 

Whereas,  in  many  cases,  the  motor  vehicles  are 
parked  on  lots  closely  abutting  on  sidewalks  with- 
out any  wall  or  safeguard  to  prevent  them  from 
running  over  the  sidewalk  and  into  the  street  at 
any  point,  thereby  endangering'  not  only  pedes- 
trians but  adding  to  the  traffic  hazards ;  and 
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Whereas,  in  order  to  secure  greater  safety,  it  is 
necessary  that  certain  regulations  be  imposed  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  public;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  have,  hereafter  keep  or  main- 
tain a  lot  or  lots  for  the  open-air  dismantling,  sal- 
vaging or  wrecking  of  motor  vehicles  without  first 
having  obtained  a  permit  therefor  from  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings,  the  cost  of  said  permit  to  be 
One  Dollar  ($1.00),  and  without  having  complied 
with  the  following  conditions: 

1.  A  barrier,  screen  or  wall,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Buildings  Engineer,  not  less  than  five  feet  in 
height  (the  thickness  of  the  wall  to  be  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings)  shall  be  erected  and 
maintained  (except  across  driveways)  along  all 
boundaries  of  the  property  facing  a  public  street, 
alley  or  other  public  thoroughfare  to  be  used  for 
the  open-air  dismantling,  salvaging  or  wrecking 
of  motor  vehicles. 

No  barrier  shall  be  erected  on  or  along  such  lots 
which  obstructs  the  vision  of  pedestrians  or  the 
drivers  of  vehicles  traversing  or  about  to  traverse 
any  driveway  across  the  building  line  or  sidewalk 
area. 

2.  The  following  driveway  regulations  shall 
apply  to  driveways  across  the  building  line  or  in 
the  sidewalk  area,  but  not  the  driveways  on  the 
lots  themselves: 

(a)  No  driveway  shall  be  more  than  twenty-five 
feet  wide. 

(b)  Driveways  opening  into  the  same  thorough- 
fare shall  be  at  least  twenty-five  feet  apart,  meas- 
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ured  between  the  nearest  sides  of  the  driveways 
and  along  the  building  line. 

(c)  At  corner  lots,  no  part  of  any  driveway 
opening  into  any  thoroughfare  shall  be  less  than 
ten  feet  from  the  building  line  of  any  other  inter- 
secting thoroughfare,  measured  along  the  build- 
ing line. 

(d)  All  driveways  shall  be  depressed  wherever 
possible  in  the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer ;  and,  if  depressed,  shall  have  granite  or  con- 
crete curbs  on  the  sides,  and  all  such  curbs  shall 
be  kept  painted  white.  Where  driveways  are  not 
depressed,  a  white  line,  six  inches  wide,  shall  be 
kept  painted  across  the  entire  width  of  the  side- 
walk along  each  side  of  the  driveway.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments,  Sec- 
tions 1126  and  1127  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  Maryland  and  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1938'  Edi- 
tion), title  "Baltimore  City",  sub-title  "Tenant  for  Years  or 
Less  or  at  Will",  and  to  add  a  new  section  to  said  Article, 
said  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  1127A,  and  to  fol- 
low immediately  after  Section  1127,  requiring  certain  land- 
lords to  give  certain  tenants  certain  notice  before  the 
termination  of  certain  tenancies,  and  to  impose  penalties 
upon  persons  who  shall  falsely  make  any  representation 
or  statement  required  by  the  ordinance  to  be  made,  or  in 
connection  with  the  giving  of  the  notice  required  by  the 
ordinance  to  be  given,  or  at,  during  or  in  connection  with 
any  proceeding  for  the  enforcement  of  any  rights  for  the 
speedy  recovery  of  the  lands  or  tenements  held  over  by 
tenants,  and  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments, 
Section  1131  of  said  Article,  as  said  Section  1131  was 
amended  by  Ordinance  No.  36,  approved  October  17,  1919. 

Whereas,  the  President  of  the  United  States 
on  May  27,  1941,  declared  an  unlimited  national 
emergency  to  exist;  and 
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Whereas,  as  a  result  of  said  national  emergency 
the  City  of  Baltimore  has  become  a  viial  center  of 
large  scale  industrial  and  other  operations  in 
behalf  of  national  defense ;  and 

Whereas,  there  has  as  a  consequence  been  a 
vast  influx  of  population  into  Baltimore  City,  with 
d  resultant  acute  shortage  of  housing,  more  par- 
ticularly of  lower  priced  rental  properties  >  and 

Whereas,  the  aforementioned  condition  en- 
dangers the  health,  safety  and  sanitary  condi- 
tions of  many  persons  who  are  affected  by  said 
housing  shortage;  and 

Whereas,  since  January  1,  1941,  because  of  said 
housing  shortage  the  tenancy  of  many  tenants  in 
the  lower  rental  groups  have  been  terminated  and 
many  tenants  have  been  evicted  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  unreasonable,  unjust  and  oppressive 
rent;  and 

Whereas,  many  tenants  in  the  lower  rental 
groups  are  unable  to  obtain  dwellings  within  the 
present  thirty-day  period  during  which  such 
tenants  have  notice  of  the  intention  of  their  land- 
lords to  terminate  their  tenancy,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence thereof,  the  ejectment  of  such  tenants  by 
their  landlords  endangers  the  health,  safety  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  people  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore;  and 

Whereas,  the  increase  to  a  reasonable  time  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  days  of  the  period  of 
notice  of  the  termination  of  the  tenancies  of  such 
tenants  will  promote  the  health,  safety  and  sani- 
tary conditions  of  the  people  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more; now,  therefore, 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltijnorc,  Tliat  Sections  1126 
anci  1127  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  ^[arvland  and  Baltimore  City  Charter 
(1938  Edition),  title  ''Baltimore  City",  sub-title 
''Tenant  for  Years  or  Less  or  at  Will",  be  and 
they  are  hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with 
amendments,  to  read  as  follows: 

1126.  If  any  land  be  held  in  said  city  under  the 
lease  for  a  month,  or  any  less  period  than  a  year, 
and  the  tenant  continues  to  occupy  under  such 
lease  after  its  expiration,  he  shall  be  deemed  a 
tenant  for  such  period  as  the  premises  were 
originally  leased  to  him,  and  so  from  such  period 
to  such  period ;  and  if  his  landlord  give  him  the 
notice  required  to  be  given  by  Section  1127A  be- 
fore the  termination  of  any  period  of  his  tenancy, 
it  shall  terminate  such  tenancy.

lease  for  a  month  or  any  less  period  than  a  year, 
at  sufferance  or  per  autre  vie,  for  which  the 
tenant  occupying  the  same  on  January  1,  1941, 
was  paying  a  rent  of  not  more  than  Ten  Dollars 
per  week,  if  paid  on  a  weekly  basis,  or  not  more 
than  Forty  Dollars  a  month,  if  paid  on  a  monthly 
basis,  or  if  such  dwelling  was  not  leased,  rented 
or  demised  on  January  1,  1941,  the  rent  at  that 
time  generally  prevailing  for  comparable  housing 
accommodations  was  not  more  than  Ten  Dollars 
per  week,  if  paid  on  a  weekly  basis,  or  not  more 
than  Forty  Dollars  a  month,  if  paid  on  a  monthly 
basis,  shall  give  one  hundred  and  twenty  days' 
notice  before  the  termination  of  the  period  of  the 
tenancy  under  which  the  tenant  holds  such  dwell- 
ing, but  provided  further,  however,  that  such  land- 
lord shall  give  such  tenant  only  thirty  days' 
notice — 

(1)  if  such  landlord  terminates  or  intends  to 
terminate  such  tenancy  for  any  of  the  following 
reasons  and  purposes  and  under  the  following 
conditions : 

(a)  Such  tenant  is  violating  an  obligation  of 
his  tenancy. 

(b)  Such  landlord  seeks  in  good  faith  to  recover 
possession  of  the  dwelling  for  the  immediate  and 
personal  occupancy  of  the  property  by  himself 
and  his  family  as  a  dwelling. 

(c)  Such  landlord  has  in  good  faith  contracted 
in  writing  to  sell  such  dwelling  for  the  personal 
occupancy  of  the  vendee,  and  such  contract  con- 
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tains  a  representation  by  the  vendee  that  the 
dwelling  is  being  purchased  by  him  for  the  per- 
sonal occupancy  of  the  vendee  and  his  family 
during  the  term  of  the  emergency. 

(d)  Such  landlord  seeks  in  good  faith  to  recover 
possession  of  the  dwelling  for  the  purpose  of 
demolishing  the  existing  dwelling  and  replacing 
the  same  by  a  new  building  by  the  landlord  or 
by  others,  and  the  plans  for  such  new  building 
have  been  approved  by  the  proper  authorities. 

(2)  If  such  notice  contains  a  statement  of  the 
reason  for  such  termination  and  advises  such 
tenant  that  but  for  such  reason  such  tenant  would 
be  entitled  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  days' 
notice. 

As  used  in  this  Section  1127A,  the  word  ''dwell- 
ing ' '  means  a  place,  building,  house  or  other  struc- 
ture in  which  a  person  lives,  and  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  any  room  or  part  of  a  room 
occupied  or  intended  to  be  occupied  by  one  or  more 
individuals  as  a  residence,  home,  sleeping  place 
or  lodging  house,  together  with  the  land  and 
buildings  appurtenant  thereto  and  all  services, 
privileges,  furnishings,  furniture  and  facilities 
usually  supplied  in  connection  with  the  occupa- 
tion thereof,  but  does  not  include  a  hospital,  con- 
vent, monastery,  asylum,  public  institution,  col- 
lege, school  dormitory  or  any  sleeping  place, 
lodging  house  or  hotel  used  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  transients  only.

The  center  lines  of  said  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized are  shown  by  lines  colored  red  on  print  hereto 
attached  and  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Any  mention  of  or  reference  to  Newgate  Avenue 
in  this  ordinance  or  on  the  print  attached  hereto 
is  for  purposes  of  description  only,  and  shall  not 
be  held  or  taken  to  be  any  evidence  whatever  that 
said  Newgate  Avenue  is  a  public  street,  a  dedi- 
cated street,  or  a  private  street. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to 
reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the 
exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the 
said  right  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within 
six  months  after  the  grant,  as  provided  by  Section 
47  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the 
right  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and 
enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years,  and 
with  the  further  right  to  said  grantee,  at  a  fair 
revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation  the 
value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals  not

exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  years ;  that 
upon  the  termination  of  said  right  herein  granted 
there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and 
property  of  the  said  grantee,  to  be  constructed  by 
virtue  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  be  and  be- 
come the  property  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  at  its 
election,  on  its  paying  said  grantee  said  valua-

A^id  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  and  constructing 
from  time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks,  on  said 
street,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of  said 
street,  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense, 
keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  space  between  the 
rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side 
thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other 
obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other 
portions  of  said  street  on  either  side  of  said 
tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if 
and  so  often  as  said  street  shall  be  paved  or  re- 
paved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, its  officers  and  agents,  or  any  other  officers 
or  agents  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of 
paving  or  repaving  the  space  between  the  rails  of 
said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof, 
of  whatever  materials  the  same  may  be  con- 
structed. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in 
the  construction  and  renewals  thereof,  from  time 
to  time,  shall  be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight 
as  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall  determine. 
The  grantee  hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  ex- 
pense, change  the  location  of  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized,   whenever   in   the   judgment   of   said 
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Highways  Engineer  the  public  interest,  conveni- 
ence, safety,  and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  furtJier  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Canton  Rail- 
road Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the 
franchise  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall  be  the 
sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single 
track  per  annum,  payable  in  advance,  during  the 
continuance  of  said  franchise  and  rights,  the  num- 
ber of  feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount  of  said 
annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the  measure-

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  fol- 
lowing work,  insofar  as  the  same  becomes  neces- 
sary from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any 
way  resulting  from  the  construction,  maintenance, 
operation,  presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  re- 
pair, alteration  or  removal  of  said  tracks:

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repair- 
ing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or,  all 
paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  sur- 
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face  structures  l)elong*ing  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  street; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connect- 
ing pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said  street  and 
tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
of  the  above  mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  if  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  fran- 
chises hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any 
or  all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of 
the  rights  herein  granted  and  election  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  not  to  take  said  plant  and  property, 
then  in  any  of  such  events,  from  time  to  time,  all 
the  franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall 
cease  and  determine  as  to  the  tracks  and  fran- 
chises so  affected,  without  any  compensation  to

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Canton  Railroad  Company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  shall  be  liable  for  and  shall  indemnify 
and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all  suit  or  suits, 
losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs,  and/or 
expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason 
of,  or  in  any  way  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  altera- 
tion, repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  removal 
of  said  railroad  tracks  and  whether  such  suit  or 
suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs 
and/or  expenses  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained 
by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
or  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  cor- 
porations and  persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  become  liable 
therefor. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance 
of  any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  per- 
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formed  and/ or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  P\^deral 
Government,  or  any  of  their  agencies),  the  said 
Plighways  Engineer  sliall  in  his  jndgment  de- 
termine that  tlie  pnblic  interest,  convenience, 
safety,  and/or  welfare  require  the  adjusting, 
altering,  shifting,  moving,  relocating,  supporting, 
protecting  and/or  accommodating  of  any  or  all  of 
said  tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  sliall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases,  promptly 
upon  Avritten  notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer, 
and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  adjust,  alter, 
shift,  move,  relocate,  support,  protect  and/or 
accommodate  their  said  tracks  in  w^hole  or  in  part 
and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as  to  fully 
meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
rights  by  this  ordinance  granted  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  the  said  railroad  tracks  in 
the  bed  of  Clinton  Street,  shall  be  revocable  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore  City  when- 
ever, in  its  judgment,  the  public  interest,  safety, 
welfare  and /or  convenience  may  so  require,  and, 
within  six  months  after  written  notice  of  such  re- 
vocation from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  City, 
the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall,  at  its  or  their  own  expense  and 
without  compensation  to  it  or  them,  remove  the 
said  tracks  from  Clinton  Street,  and  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  in  any  way  relating 
to  removal  of  tracks  and  restoration  and  repaving 
of  the  street  shall  apply  to  such  removal  upon 
notice  of  revocation. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not 
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stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized. 

Sec.  14.  Anrl  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  etfect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage,  except  that  if  the  said  tracks  are  con- 
structed before  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the 
franchise  charge  shall  begin  as  of  the  date  when 
construction  of  said  tracks  was  started  in  Clinton 
Street.

An  ordinance  to  prohibit  the  parking  of  vehicles  on  Chesa- 
peake Avenue,  between  Hanover  Street  and  Tripp  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hij  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  vehicle  shall 
be  permitted  to  stand  on  Chesapeake  Avenue,  be- 
tween Hanover  Street  and  Tripp  Street,  longer 
than  actually  necessary  to  take  on  or  discharge 
passengers,  or  passengers'  baggage  transported 
on  the  same  vehicle,  but  shall  not  load  or  unload 
merchandise,  between  the  hours  of  6.00  A.  M.  and 
10.00  A.  M.  or  between  the  hours  of  3.30  P.  M. 
and  7.00  P.  M.,  or  to  stand  longer  than  actually 
necessary  to  take  on  or  discharge  passengers, 
baggage  or  merchandise,  between  the  hours  of 
10.00  A.  AL  and  3.30  P.  M.  and  between  the  hours 
of  7.00  P.  M.  and  6.00  A.  M.,  on  any  day,  includ- 
ing Sundays  and  legal  holidays. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  ex- 
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ceeding  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  and  every 
offense.

The  President  oi-  tlie  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  tlie  Musical  Union  of 
Baltimore  City,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  serve 
for  one  (1)  year  or  until  his  successor  takes  office. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Board  of  Municipal  Music  shall,  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  provide  concerts,  symphonies  and 
other  musical  entertainment  for  the  people  of 
Baltimore  City  to  the  end  that  a  proper  apprecia- 
tion of  music  may  be  developed  and  encouraged 
and  that  an  opportunity  may  be  afforded  the  resi- 
dents of  Baltimor,^  City  with  musical  talent  to  de- 
velop the  same. 

Within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations  made 
therefor  in  the  Annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates, 
the  Board  of  Municipal  Music  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  make  any  and  all  arrange- 
ments it  may  deem  necessary  for  its  concerts, 
symphonies  and  musical  entertainments  and  for 
the  proper  operation  of  said  Department,  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to,  the  entering  into  of  con- 
tracts with  a  Director  of  Music,  a  Personnel 
Manager  and  such  Conductors  as  it  may  deem 
expedient  in  connection  with  the  musical  activities 
of  the  Department,  as  well  as  the  entering  into  of 
contracts  with  musicians,  singers,  musical  enter- 
tainers and  such  other  persons  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  Depart- 
ment. In  contracting  with  any  musician,  singer 
or  other  musical  entertainer  the  said  Board  of 
Municipal  Music  shall  give  preference  to  persons 
residing  in  Baltimore  City,  if  qualified  to  perform 
the  desired  services. 

The  Board  of  Municipal  Music  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  charge  and  collect 
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admission  fees  for  concerts,  symphonies  and  other 
musical  activities  given  or  sponsored  by  it.  The 
said  Board  is  also  authorized  and  empowered  to 
hire  halls,  auditoriums  and  other  places  suitable 
for  the  conduct  of  the  activities  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Board  of  Municipal  Music  shall  keep  a 
minute  book  and  other  records  of  its  proceedings, 
and  shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  enforce  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  De- 
partment and  the  activities  conducted  by  it.  A 
majority  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  sufficient 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained^  That  all 
provisions  of  the  City  Charter  and  ordinances  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  incon- 
sistency.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore

Edition),  title  "Buildings",  sub-title  "Miscellaneous  Struc- 
tures", sub-heading  "Fences",  as  said  article  was  amended, 
by  Ordinance  Xo.  578,  approved  October  31,  1941,  relating  to 
wood  posts  and  fences. 

Sectiox  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Paragraph  4993 
of  Article  3  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927 
Edition),  title  '^Buildings,"  sub-title  "Miscel- 
laneous Structures,"  sub-heading  "Fences,"  as 
said  article  was  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  578, 
approved  October  31,  1941,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
repealed  and  re-ordained,  with  amendments,  to 
read  as  follows : 
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Par.  4993.  Fences  which  border  on  any  street, 
alley  or  other  public  way  line  shall  be  erected  en- 
tirely on  the  owner's  property  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  Paragraph,  and  at  his 
expense. 

A  separate  permit  is  required  for  the  construc- 
tion, alteration  or  repair  of  all  fences. 

In  case  of  dispute  between  adjoining  property 
owners  over  the  cost,  type  of  construction  of  any 
fence,  a  permit  shall  be  issued  to  either  party  to 
erect  a  fence  on  his  own  property. 

No  fence  shall  be  erected  more  than  8  feet  in 
height,  except  by  special  approval  of  the  Build- 
ings Engineer  or  when  required  by  the  Buildings 
Engineer. 

Wood  fences  of  tight  boards  shall  not  be  over 
8  feet  in  height  and  shall  be  permitted  only  in 
special  cases,  such  as  enclosing  construction 
operations,  dangerous  places  and  athletic  fields. 

Wood  posts  used  for  fences  shall  be  locust, 
heart  cedar,  or  any  other  wood  which  will  resist 
decay  under  ground,  or  which  is  treated  as  re- 
quired in  Section  627,  not  less  than  6  inches  square 
at  both  ends,  and  set  not  less  than  3  feet  in  the 
ground,  except  that  posts  used  for  fences  not  over 
3  feet  6  inches  in  height  may  not  be  less  than  4 
inches  square  at  both  ends  and  shall  be  set  not 
less  than  2  feet  6  inches  in  the  ground. 

Masonry  fences  shall  be  designed  and  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  regulations  gov- 
erning masonry  walls. 

All  fences  shall  be  designed  for  a  20  pounds  per 
square  foot  horizontal  pressure  over  the  gross 
area,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Part  VI. 

Barbed  wire  and  broken  glass,  spikes  and  other 
sharp  objects  which  may  injure  persons  coming  in 
contact  with  them  shall  not  be  permitted  to  be 
used  in  fences  unless  they  are  placed  not  less  than 
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6  feet  6  inches  above  ground  along  the  top  of  the 
fences. 

Hedges  shall  be  permitted  on  property  lines 
only  when  requested  by  both  of  the  adjoining 
property  owners.  Once  the  fence  is  established,  it 
shall  be  maintained  by  one  or  both  owners  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  permit  issued 
therefor,  and  never  allowed  to  exceed  the  maxi- 
mum height  for  fences. 

All  fences  shall  be  kept  in  proper  repair  by  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof.  The  Buildings  Engi- 
neer shall  determine  the  sufficiency  of  any  fence 
and  he  shall  also  determine  the  amount  and 
character  of  repairs  required  to  make  any  fence 
safe.  Any  fences  not  complying  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Section  shall  be  permitted  to  be  re- 
paired only  if  50  per  cent  or  more  of  such  fence  is 
in  place  at  the  time  an  application  is  filed  for  a 
permit  to  repair  such  fence. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained^  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

22.  Any  person  bringing  jorovisions  or  articles 
of  any  description  not  prohibited  to  the  several 
markets  for  sale  on  market  days,  during  market 
hours,  shall  be  authorized  to  occupy  any  vacant 
permanent  bench,  movable  stall,  or  any  other 
stand  or  place  on  paying  for  the  use  of  the  city 
to  the  clerk  or  his  assistant  the  sum  of  Two  Dol- 
lars ($2.00)  for  each  Saturday  and  One  Dollar 
($1.00)  for  each  other  day  or  part  of  a  day  he, 
she  or  they  shall  occupy  the  same ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy

I  direct  that 
the  IVFuseum  select  for  the  city  no  more  than  may 
be  useful  for  a  room,  and,  without  limiting  the 
time,  manner  or  place  of  exhibition  in  any  way, 
I  express  the  hope  that  the  Museum  will  endeavor 
to  exhi1)it  the  pieces  together  in  a  suitable  loca- 
tion within  the  building  occupied  by  the 
Museum."

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Buildings  Engineer,  during  the 
time  the  United  States  of  America  is  actually  involved  in  the 
hostilities  in  which  it  is  at  present  engaged  with  certain 
foreign  countries  and  for  a  period  of  six  (6)  months  after 
the  termination  thereof,  to  approve  and,  permit  the  use  of 
machinery,  products,  appliances,  equipment,  materials  and 
methods  of  construction  which  do  not  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City  under  certain 
conditions,  and  to  issue  permits  under  certain  conditions 
without  the  necessity  of  ascertaining  whether  any  particular 
project  conforms  to  all  of  the  relevant  requirements  of  ordi- 
nances or  resolutions  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  or  the  laws  of  Maryland,,  other  than  the  Building 
Code  of  Baltimore  City,  and  to  waive  the  provisions  of  Para- 
graph 4997,  entitled  "Trailer  Camps",  of  the  Building  Code 
of  Baltimore  City  under  certain  conditions;  setting  up  guides 
and  standards  to  be  considered  by  the  Buildings  Engineer 
in  connection  with  the  exercise  of  the  authority  given  him 
in  this  ordinance;  providing  that  everyone  who  does  any- 
thing in  connection  with  any  matter  or  thing  covered  by  the 
Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City  without  complying  there- 
with does  so  at  his  sole  risk  and  responsibility,  and  relieving 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  Buildings 
Engineer  and  all  officers,  agents  or  employees  of  either  of 
them,  from  any  civil  or  criminal  liability  or  responsibility 
under  certain  circumstances. 

Wheeeas,  the  United  States  of  America  is  now 
engaged  in  war  with  certain  foreign  powers  caus- 
ing a  national  emergency;  and 
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Whereas,  within  the  boundaries  of,  and  in  close 
proximity  to,  the  City  of  Baltimore  there  are 
located  many  industries  manufacturing  products 
essential  to  the  war  effort,  which  industries  em- 
ploy thousands  of  persons ;  and 

Whereas,  there  has  been  a  great  influx  of  per- 
sons, who  formerly  resided  outside  of  the  limits 
of  Baltimore  City,  into  said  metropolis,  many  of 
whom  are  now  working  in  the  aforesaid  indus- 
tries, which  has  caused  a  shortage  of  housing 
facilities  in  said  city;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  properly 
and  keep  in  repair  the  existing  industrial  build- 
ings and  other  structures  and  the  housing  facili- 
ties located  in  Baltimore  City;  and 

Whereas,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  it  is  neces- 
sary, without  delay,  to  construct  additional  build- 
ings and  other  structures  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  manufacture  and  production  of  various 
products  and  materials  and  to  erect  sufficient 
facilities  to  house  the  increased  population  of  said

Whereas,  the  said  national  emergency  has 
caused  a  shortage  of  materials,  equipment  and  ap-

with  comparative  safety  in  an  emergency. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  during  the  time 
the  United  States  of  America  is  actually  involved 
in  the  hostilities  in  which  it  is  at  present  engaged 
with  certain  foreign  countries  and  for  a  period  of 
six  (6)  months  after  the  termination  thereof,  the 
Buildings  Engineer  be  and  he  is  hereby  fully 
authorized  and  empowered,  in  specific  cases,  and, 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  guides  and 
standards  hereinafter  set  forth ;  to : 

(A)  Approve  and  permit  the  use  of  machinery, 
products,  appliances,  equipment  and  materials 
and  methods  of  construction  which  do  not  comply 
with  or  conform  to  the  provisions  and  conditions 
of  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City  in  connec- 
tion with  the  construction,  reconstruction,  in- 
stallation, alteration,  repair,  razing,  demolition, 
moving  or  removing  of  buildings  and  other  struc- 
tures and  parts  thereof  or  additions  or  accessories 
thereto    or   equipment   therein,   thereon   or   con- 
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nectecl  thereto,  provided  such  macliinery,  prod- 
ucts, appliances,  equipment  and  malei'ials  and 
methods  of  construction,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Buildings  Engineer,  are  safe  for  use  in  an 
emergency ; 

(B)  Issue  a  proper  permit  after  an  application, 
drawings,  plans,  specifications  and  any  and  all 
other  information  or  data  required  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Buildings  Engineer 
and  have  been  examined  by  him,  but  without  the 
necessity  of  the  Buildings  Engineer  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  any  particular  proposed  project 
conforms  to  all  of  the  relevant  requirements  of 
ordinances  or  resolutions  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  other  than  the  Building  Code  of  Balti- 
more City  (certain  requirements  of  which  may  be 
waived  in  specific  cases  as  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance), if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Buildings  Engi- 
neer, an  emergency  exists  and  it  is  necessary  that 
such  a  permit  be  issued  without  delay;  and 

(C)  Waive  the  provisions  and  conditions  of 
Paragraph  4997,  entitled  ''Trailer  Camps",  of 
the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  as  it  is  at 
present  enacted  or  hereafter  may  be  amended,  if 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Buildings  Engineer  an 
emergency  exists  and  any  such  waiver  will  not 
result  in  the  creation  of  a  condition  that  is  dan- 
gerous to  the  health,  safety,  security  or  morals 
of  the  occupants  of  any  particular  trailer  camp  or 
the  public. 

Provided,  however,  in  each  and  every  instance 
where  the  Buildings  Engineer  exercises  any  or  all 
of  the  power  and  authority  herein  given  to  him 
he  shall  give  consideration  to :

e.  Police  protection  available; 

f .  Streets,  alleys,  bridges  and  paving ; 

g.    Schools,    parks    and   playgrounds    avail- 
able; 

2.  Traffic  conditions ; 

3.  Transportation  requirements  and  facilities; 

4.  Hazards  from  fire  and  disease ; 

5.  Hazards  from  unsafe  construction  or  main- 
tenance operations ; 

6.  The  safety  factor  of  any  machinery,  prod- 
ucts, appliances,  equipment  or  materials  or 
methods  of  construction  proposed  to  be  used ; 

7.  The  priority  rules  and  regulations  made  or 
adopted  by  the  federal  or  state  or  local  govern- 
ments concerning  the  disposition  or  procurement 
of  machinery,  products,  appliances,  equipment  or 
materials ; 

8.  The  existing  national  emergency; 

9.  The  shortage  of,  and  the  immediate  need  for, 
additional  housing  facilities,  buildings  and  other 
structures  in  Baltimore  City; 

10.  The  necessity  of  maintaining  and  keeping 
in  repair  existing  housing  facilities,  buildings  and 
other  structures  in  Baltimore  City; 
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11.  The  necessity  of  people  employed  in  indus- 
tries devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  materials 
essential  to  the  war  effort  to  live  close  to  their 
places  of  employment; 

12.  The  rationing  of  automotive  conveyances 
and  the  appliances,  equipment  and  fuel  therefor; 

13.  The  lack  of  space  to  erect  sufficient  perma- 
nent housing  facilities  in  the  industrial  areas  of 
Baltimore  City  and  the  impracticability  of  erect- 
ing such  housing  facilities  in  such  industrial  areas 
or  in  close  proximity  thereto.

in  every  respect  does  so  at  his  or  its  sole  risk  and 
responsibility  regardless  of  any  permission  or  ap- 
proval that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more or  the  Buildings  Engineer  or  any  of  the 
officers,  agents  or  employees  of  either  of  them, 
may  give  pursuant  to  any  authority  granted  by 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  neither  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  nor  the 
Buildings  Engineer,  nor  any  of  the  officers,  agents 
or  employees  of  either  of  them,  shall  have  any 
civil  or  criminal  liability  or  responsibility  (if  they 
would  have  any  in  any  case)  for  anything  whatso- 
ever Avhich  may  result  from  or  grow  out  of  any 
action  taken  or  work  done  or  operation  performed 
by  anyone  in  connection  with  any  matter  or  thing 
undertaken  as  a  result  of  any  permission  or  ap- 
proval given  pursuant  to  any  authority  granted 
by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  the  Sub- 
urban Club  Carbonated  Beverage  Company  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  loading  platform  in  Henry  Street, 
alongside  of  the  building  located  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
Key  Highway  and  Henry  Street,  and  known  as  400  Key 
Highway. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to 
the  Suburban  Club  Carbonated  Beverage  Com-

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  APPLYING  TO  AIR  RAID 
WARNINGS  AND  BLACKOUTS. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Ordi- 
nance! No.  658  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, approved  December  19,  1941,  the  following  rules 
and  regulations  are  hereby  made  and  promulgated : 

I.  An  air  raid  warning  signal  shall  consist  of  a 
series  of  short  blasts  from  sirens,  whistles  or  other 
noise  making  devices  continuing  for  approximately 
two  minutes.  The  all-clear  signal  shall  consist  of  one 
long  blast  continuing  for  approximately  two  minutes. 

II.  In  the  event  of  an  air  raid  warning : 

(a)  The  drivers  of  all  automobiles,  trackless  trolleys 
and  other  free-wheel  vehicles  : 

(1)  Shall  immediately  pull  over  to  the  curb  or 
road-side,  turn  off  the  engines  or  motors  and  leave 
such  vehicles  standing  until  the  all-clear  signal  is 
given;  provided  that  emergency  vehicles  readily 
identifiable  as  such,  such  as  fire  engines,  ambulances, 
and  governmental  or  public  utility  operated  trucks,  or 
police  cars,  physicians'  automobiles  and  other  vehi- 
cles carrying  insignia  approved  and  issued  by  the 
Baltimore  Committee  on  Civilian  Defense  through 
the  Police  Department  of  Baltimore  City,  shall  not 
be  required  to  stop  when  engaged  in  emergency  oper- 
ations. 

(2)  Shall,  if  the  air  raid  warning  is  given  between 
sunset  and  sunrise,  immediately  turn  off  all  lights 
and  keep  them  turned  off  until  the  all-clear  signal  is 
given ;  provided  that  the  emergency  vehicles  as  here- 
inbefore defined  shall  not  be  required  to  turn  off 
their  lights  if  they  are  dimmed,  hooded  or  masked  in 
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a  manner  approved  by  the  Baltimore  Committee  on 
Civilian  Defense.  In  the  case  of  an  announced  test 
or  trial  blackout  such  emergency  vehicles  may  pro- 
ceed with  lights  on  without  being  dimmed,  hooded  or 
masked. 

(3)  Shall  not  park  in  front  of  any  fire  exit,  fire 
plug,  fire  engine  house,  hospital  entrance  or  at  a 
street  intersection. 

(4)  Shall  not  block  the  center  of  any  street,  or 
stop  opposite  to  or  so  close  to  a  street  car  as  to 
impede  the  free  flow  of  trafiic  engaged  in  emergency 
operations. 

(b)  The  operators  of  all  street  cars  and  of  such 
railroad  trains  or  locomotives  as  are  being  operated 
upon  or  along  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  City  shall 
immediately  bring  them  to  a  stop  and  shall  not  pro- 
ceed until  the  all-clear  signal  is  given.  If  an  air-raid 
warning  is  given  between  sunset  and  sunrise  such  oper- 
ators shall  also  immediately  put  out  all  lights  and  keep 
them  out  until  the  all-clear  signal  is  given.  No  stop  shall 
be  made  so  as  to  block  any  street  intersection  or  the 
entrance  to  any  fire  engine  house. 

III.  Whenever  an  air  raid  warning  is  given  be- 
tween sunset,  and  sunrise : 

(a)  All  lights  outside  or  visible  from  the  outside  of 
any  building,  either  through  doors,  windows,  skylights 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  immediately  put  out  and  kept  out 
until  the  all-clear  signal  is  given.  Lights  inside  any 
building  may  be  kept  on  or  turned  on  only  where 
through  the  use  of  shades,  blinds,  curtains,  blankets, 
screens,  paint,  paper,  cardboard  or  otherwise  no  light- 
ing is  visible  from  the  outside.  This  rule  shall  apply 
to  all  buildings  of  every  kind  and  description  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to,  dwellings,  residences,  apart- 
ments,   apartment    houses,    hotels,    boarding    houses, 
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lodging  houses,  stores,  office  buildings,  warehouses, 
manufacturing  establishments,  industrial  plants,  rail- 
road stations,  schools,  churches,  hospitals  and  other 
institutions.  The  occupant  of  any  portion  of  a  building 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  observance  of  this  rule  as 
to  such  portion  thereof  as  he  may  occupy.  If  one  occu- 
pies an  entire  building  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
observance  of  this  rule  as  to  the  whole  of  such  build- 
ing. In  the  case  of  hotels,  office  buildings,  apartment 
houses,  lodging  houses,  boarding  houses  and  other 
buildings  to  which  the  public  is  permitted  or  invited  or 
as  to  any  portion  of  which  there  is  a  common  use  by  the 
occupants  thereof,  the  owner,  lessee,  or  the  person  or 
persons  in  charge  of  the  operation  thereof,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  observance  of  this 
rule  as  to  all  portions  of  the  building  to  which  the  pub- 
lic is  permitted  or  invited  or  as  to  which  there  is  a  com- 
mon use  by  the  occupants  thereof.  In  the  case  of 
vacant  buildings  or  vacant  portions  of  buildings,  the 
owner,  the  lessee  or  the  person  or  persons  in  charge 
thereof  shall  be  responsible  for  the  observance  of  this 
rule  with  respect  to  such  vacant  buildings  or  vacant 
portions  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  he  shall  own, 
lease  or  have  in  his  charge. 

(b)  No  door,  window  or  other  exit  shall  be  opened 
if  the  opening  of  the  same  will  allow  light  to  be  visible 
from  the  outside. 

(c)  All  lights  on  any  sign,  bill-board,  pier  or  other 
similar  structure  shall  be  immediately  put  out  and  kept 
out  until  the  all-clear  signal  is  given.  The  owner,  the 
lessee  or  the  person  or  persons  in  charge  of  the  opera- 
tion of  such  sign,  bill-board,  pier  or  other  similar 
structure,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  observance  of  this  rule. 

(d)  All  street,  traffic  and  beacon  lights  and  other 
public   lights    on    and    in    the    streets,   lanes,    alleys. 
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squares,  parks  and  bridges  of  Baltimore  City  (except 
those  which  are  dimmed  or  hooded  in  a  manner  ap- 
proved by  the  Baltimore  Committee  on  Civilian  De- 
fense) shall  be  immediately  put  out  and  kept  out  until 
the  all-clear  signal  is  given ;  such  extinguishment  to  be 
made  in  accordance  with  plans  adopted  by  the  Balti- 
more Committee  on  Civilian  Defense. 

(e)  All  other  lights,  including  warning  or  danger 
signals,  shall  be  immediately  put  out  and  kept  out  until 
the  all-clear  signal  is  given;  provided,  however,  that 
warning  or  danger  signals  may  remain  lighted  in  such 
'manner  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Baltimore  Com- 
mittee on  Civilian  Defense.  The  owner,  the  lessee  or 
the  person  or  persons  in  charge  of  the  operation  of 
such  lights,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  observance  of  this  rule.  In  the  case  of  an  an- 
nounced test  or  trial  blackout,  warning  and  danger 
signals  may  remain  lighted  without  being  dimmed, 
hooded  or  otherwise  masked. 

IV.  In  order  to  carry  out  effectively  the  provisions 
of  the  foregoing  rules : 

(a)  No  occupant  of  any  building  or  of  any  portion 
thereof  shall  permit  such  building  or  such  portion 
thereof  as  he  may  occupy  to  be  lighted  or  illuminated 
(either  on  the  outside,  or  on  the  inside  in  such  way 
that  such  lighting  or  illumination  is  visible  from  the 
outside)  between  sunset  and  sunrise  unless  while  so 
lighted  or  illuminated  there  is  stationed  in  such  build- 
ing or  such  portion  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  per- 
son or  persons  capable  of  and  responsible  for  putting 
out  the  lights  or  making  them  invisible  from  the  out- 
side in  the  event  an  air  raid  warning  or  signal  for  a 
blackout  is  given.  This  rule  shall  apply  to  every  occu- 
pant of  any  building  whatsoever,  including  but  not 
limited  to  dwellings,  residences,  apartments,  apart- 
ment houses,  hotels,  boarding  houses,  lodging  houses. 
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stores,  office  buildings,  warehouses,  manufacturing 
establishments,  industrial  plants,  railroad  stations, 
schools,  churches,  hospitals  and  other  institutions.  In 
the  case  of  hotels,  office  buildings,  apartment  houses, 
lodging  houses,  boarding  houses  and  other  buildings  to 
which  the  public  is  permitted  or  invited  or  as  to  any 
portion  of  which  there  is  a  common  use  by  the  occu- 
pants thereof,  the  owner,  lessee,  or  the  person  or  per- 
sons in  charge  of  the  operation  thereof,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  observance  of  this 
rule  as  to  all  portions  of  the  building  to  which  the  pub- 
lic is  permitted  or  invited  or  as  to  which  there  is  a 
common  use  by  the  occupants  thereof.  In  the  case  of 
vacant  buildings  or  vacant  portions  of  buildings,  the 
owner,  the  lessee  or  the  person  or  persons  in  charge 
thereof  shall  be  responsible  for  the  observance  of  this 
rule  with  respect  to  such  vacant  buildings  or  vacant 
portions  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  he  shall  own, 
lease  or  have  in  his  charge. 

(b)  No  owner,  lessee  or  person  or  persons  in  charge 
of  the  operation,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  any  sign,  bill- 
board, pier  or  similar  structure,  street,  traffic  or 
beacon  light  or  other  public  light  on  and  in  the  streets, 
lanes,  alleys,  squares,  parks  or  bridges  of  Baltimore 
City,  or  of  any  other  light,  including  a  warning  or 
danger  signal,  shall  permit  the  same  to  be  illuminated 
or  lighted  between  sunset  and  sunrise  unless  such 
owner,  lessee  or  person  in  charge  has  made  adequate 
arrangements  for  immediately  putting  out  the  same  in 
the  event  of  an  air  raid  or  blackout  signal  or  alarm; 
provided,  however,  that  street  lights,  traffic  signals, 
beacon  lights,  warning  or  danger  signals  may  remain 
lighted  during  a  blackout  if  they  are  dimmed,  hooded 
or  masked  in  a  manner  approved  by  the  Baltimore 
Committee  on  Civilian  Defense.  Until  a  plan  for  the 
extinguishment,  dimming  or  hooding  of  such  street 
lights,  traffic  lights,  beacon  lights  and  warning  or 
danger  signals  has  been  adopted  by  the  Baltimore  Com- 
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mittee  on  Civilian  Defense,  they  may  remain  lighted 
between  sunset  and  sunrise. 

V.  No  person  shall  wear,  exhibit,  display  or  use,  for 
any  purpose,  any  arm  band,  badge,  emblem,  uniform, 
insignia  or  other  identification  or  credential  issued,  ap- 
proved or  authorized  by  the  Baltimore  Committee  on 
Civilian  Defense,  unless  he  shall  be  entitled  to  wear, 
exhibit,  display  or  use  the  same  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  said  Committee,  nor  shall  any  person 
falsely  personate  any  member  of  said  Committee  or 
any  assistant,  aide  or  helper  appointed  by  said  Com- 
mittee. 

No  person  shall  utter,  publish,  sound  or  otherwise 
simulate  any  warning  of  an  enemy  attack,  any  warning 
of  a  test  or  trial  blackout,  any  signal  of  the  end  of  an 
attack  or  blackout  or  any  other  official  signal  unless 
authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Baltimore  Committee  on 
Civilian  Defense. 

VI.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  apply  to  air  raids  and 
to  blackouts,  including  test  or  trial  blackouts,  and  shall 
become  effective  on  and  after  12  o  'clock  noon  on  Janu- 
ary 8,  1942.  Any  violation  of  the  foregoing  rules  is 
punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($500.00)  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  twelve 
(12)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  as 
provided  by  Ordinance  No.  658  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  December  19,  1941.
